■ As we were driving through the 
gently rolling hills of Virginia in a 
hired Timosine, William Shatner 
turned to me and asked me to teach 
him calculus. We had been talking 
about how math could be used in 
ufology, and I was somewhat taken 
back by his request to learn calculus 
in one easy lesson. But he persis¬ 
ted and It wasn't long before we were 
talking of infinitesimal progressions 
and integral transformations, Shatner 
displayed the same quick intelligence 
that has become his trademark and 
literally picked my mind clean. With 
no blackborad, no sample problems, 
Shatner learned the basics of calculus 
as we drove to film a segment of 
the movie Mysteries of the Gods, 
Shatner showed the same avid dc* 
sire to learn the most from everyone 
around him throughout the time he 
spent filming this new movie about the 
evidence for UFOs—past, present and 


future. He came into the movie 
open-minded and searching for some 
real answers, and he came away with a 
firm belief “that there is intelligent 
life in outer space, that we are 
being prepared for a visit from other 
worlds." The same realization came to 
director, Chuck Romine, As a long¬ 
time associate and writer-producer for 
Edward R. Morrow, Chuck was accus¬ 
tomed to clearheaded investigative 
reporting. After the movie was com¬ 
pleted he said, “I was skeptical about 
UFOs and visits here, but not now." 

The film took a look at the best of 
the ancient astronaut evidence, some 
weljf known to readers of Ancient As¬ 
tronauts and some never before shown. 
NASA cooperated to release some 
previously unpublished shots of as¬ 
tronaut sightings, and the film even 
takes a look into the future with 
predictions by Jeane Dixon and exo¬ 
sociologist Dr. Richard Yinger that

UFOs will land on earth within five 
years, One of the most interesting 
segments is an interview with Anna 
Mitchell-Hedges, who with her late 
father, F.A. Mitchell-Hedges, un¬ 
covered a Mayan religious center 
near Punta Gorda in British Honduras. 
There they found the top half of the 
fabulous crystal skull under an altar 
buried by an earthquake. The jaw¬ 
bone was found three months later. 

The skull came into her possession 
after her father's death. “He believed 
that if you are evil, the skull responds 
to you, and if you are good, the skull 
helps you do good. Only once did I 
ever wish bad upon someone, and it 
came true. 1 wouldn't like to do it 
again,” she said. Except for when it 
has been loaned to a laboratory for 
analysis, the skull has not been out 
of her possession. She explained: 

“Some years ago a young woman 
laughed at the skull oncp viewing it 
and then told us that their friend had 
died of a mysterious illness. She was 
the one who had laughed at the 
skull and begged them on her death¬ 
bed to view the skull and pray to it. 
When the skull is not with me, I feel 
that things are not going right with 
me.” William Shatner became quite 
excited when he handled the 
skull and said he “felt something.” 

Everyone connected with Mysteries 
of the Gods did their objective best 
to present an honest look into the 
possibility of extraterrestrial interven¬ 
tion into our lives. Project coordinator, 
Pam Childs, deserves special mention 
for her efforts to keep the information 
in the Film credible. Her constant 
checking of sources, backgrounds, 
photographs and public relations 
materials made this film one of the 
best to date. 

Incidentally, if you sec the film, 
you might notice some very odd look¬ 
ing lights in the sky during William 
Shatner’s concluding remarks. When 
l asked director Chuck Romine if 
he noticed them, he said that some 
light had probably leaked into the 
.undeveloped film canisters. Then 
again, it makes one w'onder,../ •

Dear Editor: 

I have just read my first (but not 
my last) issue of Ancient Astronauts 
(March, 1977) and have some com¬ 
ments which I fed should be printed 
in the letters section of your magazine. 
First I would like to respond to the 
letter by Dana Belt. It appears that 
Dana, in my opinion, does not take 
a very objective view of religion and he 
obviously is not very familiar with the 


ancient astronaut theory. It would be 
helpful if, for the benefit of those new 
to the study of the theory, you would 
periodically explain that the ancient 
astronaut theory is not a religion, but 
rather the belief, which is based on evi¬ 
dence, that indicates that Earth has 
been visited by extraterrestrials for 
centuries, possibly even from the begin¬ 
ning of time on this planet. Some wri¬ 
ters state that we may be the result of 
experimentation by these ancient astro¬ 
nauts. But what is crucial, to avoid 
misunderstanding by the less informed, 
is that the extraterrestrials have a 
Supreme Being (God) who created the 
universe* I have noted in my research 
on UFOs and the possibility of life on 
other planets in the universe that all the 
civilizations which have been reported 
to exist have identical religious beliefs:

These are a few of the points which 
should be made clear to all your readers 
on a periodic basis. Otherwise you may 
lose much of your potential support* 

Second, I would like to congratulate 
you on the very' ethical style in which 
your magazine is printed. I observed 
that you do not make the mistake, 
as many people have, of stating that 
what is printed is beyond a shadow of 
a doubt the truth. Here again, we must 
be objective and examine all possibilities 
since we can only hypothesize as to 
what the various discoveries mean. 
Although I firmly believe the ancient 
astronaut theory, it cannot be proved 
that the Nazca lines are an air 
field for the ancient astronauts any¬ 
more than we can prove Darwin’s 
theory of evolution* There just is not 
any real proof and all we can db is 
hypothesize. 

You offer possible solutions and that 
is all you can do. The word possible 
cannot be overemphasized when dealing 
with the ancient astronaut theory.

SPACESHIPS IN PRE HISTORY by 

Peter Kolosimo, University Books, Se- 
cattcus, NX, 1976,379 pages, $1G* 

Peter Kolosimo is known to American 
readers for his two previous books, 
Not Of This World and Timeless Earth* 
This third book continues his general 
theme of ancient space visitors and 
lost civilizations. However, this volume 
is Kolosimo’s “picture-book," much like 
von Daniken's In Search Of Ancient 
Gods* 

The Paleolithic drawings of UFOs (?) 
from French and Spanish caves (originally 
examined and publicized by French 
Ufologist Aime Michel) are among the 
most intriguing illustrations in Kolosi- 
mo’s book. He also presents, among 
other things, a rock painting from Aus¬ 
tralia and a vessel from Colombia which 
should make even the most ardent 
skeptic think twice. Many of the other 
illustrations will be familiar to readers, 
and some seem only peripherally con¬ 
nected with the A A subject. 

FOOTPRINTS ON THE SANDS OF 
TIME by L,M. Lewis, New American 
Library, New York, 1975, 178 pages, 
SI. 50 (paperback). 

"In 6790 B.C, there landed on this 
planet a Master Race of Homq sapiens; 
in body they were like ourselves, although 
they were mentally superior in many 
ways. Though small in number, they al¬ 
most immediately became the dominant 
force in civilizing early man. Their 
preeminence lasted more than 5000 
years, during which time the wisdom and 
technical splendor of their civilization 
was so outstanding that it has as yet 
never been equalled/ 1 

That is the “bare bones” of L.M. 


Lewis' theory as set forth in his book. 
He goes a great deal beyond these 
essential facts, painting a picture of 
interplanetary refugees from what he 
supposes to have been a “murderously 
cruel regime” on their home planet. 

Those colonists from the stars landed 
on the then-uninhabited continent of 
Atlantis, Lewis speculates. In their 
process of rebuilding a civilization, they 
soon became the “power behind the 
scenes" in the governments of that time* 
They did not wish to conquer an e merg¬ 
ing world by force, though their superior 
knowledge and armaments would have 
made such a task an easy one. Rather, 
they chose to be masters of trade and 
commerce. As Lewis puts it, “...the 
mailed fist was never withdrawn from 
the velvet glove of commerce...” There 
was one exception to this rule, w hen the 
people of Sodom and Gomorrah let their 
licentious nature interfere with Atlantean 
trade routes. The wayward inhabitants 
of the cities of the plain were destroy¬ 
ed byatomiefire. 

Lewis 1 ideas of the Atianteans* 
supposed role in human history are 
intriguing, but one cannot help thinking 
that he has superimposed his own con¬ 
cepts and preferences onto his literary 
theme. This is not meant to downgrade 
his obviously intensive research, but his 
conclusions are certainly open to ques¬ 
tion, He does seem to have evolved his 
basic concept long before the current 
widespread interest in the AA theory. 
Although I have reservations about 
FOOTPRINTS, it still makes for inter¬ 
esting , non-mystical reading, 

HIDDEN WORLDS by M.H. J. Th. van 
der Veer and P* Moerman, Bantam 
Books, New York, 1975, 206 pages, 
5L50(paperback). 

Van der Veer and Moerman arc two 
Dutch writers who feel that many of 
the earth's puzzles of history can be 
explained without resorting to the idea 
of visitors from other worlds. 

Even so, they are not skeptical about 
the existence of an advanced civilization— 
. the “Ancients"“in the past. As they 
say, "...we believe...that at some stage 
in the very earliest period of prehistory 
contact was made between the ancient 
peoples and a still older race in pos¬ 
session of an advanced civilization and a 
history stretching a long way back in¬ 
deed." The authors think this original 
civilization might be equated with the 
legendary Atlantis, although they do 
not accept the idea that Atlantis was 
really Santorini in the Aegean Sea, as 
modern theorists suggest. They point to 
the testimony of Plato regarding the 


location of Atlantis (beyond the Pillars 
of Hercules), yet they "can accept no 
theory which puts Atlantis in the Atlantic 
Ocean near Gibraltar*" So, they leave 
us with a “floating" Atlantis which can, 
presumably, be "anchored" wherever 
one chooses! 

As previously mentioned, van der 
Veer and Moerman feel it is unnecessary 
to invoke the A A theory and they take 
some not-so-subtle digs at it in the 
course of their dissertation* Referring to 
A A buffs as "cosmidiots" will certainly 
not earn them any friends. In general 
their attitude is one of smugness, often 
approaching arrogance. This is unfor¬ 
tunate, as their “bold and astonishing 
new look into the origins of civilization" 
turns out to be something of a cop-out. 

The authors are preparing a new book 
on this same general theme,incorporat¬ 
ing data on the Cabrera stones of Peru 
which allegedly show advanced surgical 
techniques of long ago, as well as other 
indications of prehistoric science. One 
hopes for a more open-minded approach 
in their next literary venture,

Ancient civilizations must have had 
electricity. They wrote about it, they 
drew pictures of it and now we have 
discovered the first battery from be¬ 
fore the time of Christ 


■If you have watched many movies, 
you know that ACTION wins over 
ACCURACY when the movie moguls 
take on historical themes. Somehow, it 
just seems that they can't keep from 
warping the facts to enhance the story 
line. 

But bad as they have been in this 
regard, they haven't (yet!) had the gall 
to show us Mary and Joseph being 
turned away from the inn while a “NO 
VACANCY" sign blinks brightly over¬ 
head. Nor have we seen Julius Caesar 
calling for a flashlight, as dusk falls 
while he studies plans for the next day's 
battle against the enemies of Rorne, 
They haven't shown us scenes like 
those because the movie moguls know 
that we know that electricity was 
discovered only about 200 years ago 
and wasn't around (except as lightning 
and those shocking electric eels) two 
thousand years ago. 

Or was it? A bit of research indicates 
the existence of a body of circumstan¬ 


tial evidence—and some curious arti¬ 
facts — pointing toward the existence 
of electrical devices millenia ago. 
Ancient electrics? Join me on a 
search. 

As every American schoolchild 
knows (and quite erroneously, as a 
matter of fact), electrical experimenta¬ 
tion began with Ben Franklin's famous 
kite-flying experiment in 1752. But in 
point of fact, Otto von Guericke had 
constructed a static electricity genera¬ 
tor nearly a century before; by 1745, 
some unsung genius at the University 
of Leiden in Holland had invented the 
“Leyden Jar," a specially constructed 
glass bottle cap able of storing the static 
electricity von Guericke's machine 
could generate. 

Franklin's luckily successful experi¬ 
ment (the next two men to try it were 
fatally blasted by lightning) sparked a 
surge of interest in electricity that has 
never abated. The “electric cells" of 
Luigi Galvant (ca. 1785) and the 
wet-cell batteries invented by Count 
Alessandro Volta in 1800 grew directly 
out of Franklin's work. 

So what has all this to do wjth 
“ancient electrics?" Nothing, , .ex¬ 
cept to give you, in brief, the "official" 
chronolog)' which “proves" that the 
practical generation and use of elect¬ 
ricity is, comparatively speaking, a 
recent event in man’s history. 

However, . .in Egypt, millenia ago, 
there are indications that some know¬ 
ledge of electricity may have existed. 
An item in an issue of AMERICAN 
ANTIQUARIAN magazine back in 
1894 asked if the ancient Egyptians 
had lightning rodsSIt seems that in front 
of various temples there stood tall 
(about 100 feet high) copper-sheathed 
staffs. One temple inscription, dated 
about 323 B.C., reads: “At the main 
entrance of the life-giving horn, there is 
a pair of tall posts to cut the lightning 
out of the sky” (emphasis added). 

Another report, by J. Norman 
Lockyer, editor of NATURE, and 
appearing in the issue of January 29, 
1892, discusses the lighting of the deep

inner recesses of Egyptian tombs and 
temples. Noting that “in all freshly- 
opened tombs there are no traces 
whatever of any kind of combustion 
having taken place even in the 
innermost recesses," Lockyer specu¬ 
lates that “with a system of fixed 
mirrors inside the galleries, , ,and a 
moveable mirror outside to follow the 
course of the Egyptian sun and reflect 
its beams inside, it would be possible to 
keep up a constant illumination in any 
part of the galleries, however remote." 
It is an ingenious suggestion, but as far 
as I know, there Is no evidence 
(drawings, etc.) from those ancient 
days that such a contrivance ever 
existed. Lockyer admits that one M. 
Dupuis, who advanced the idea, cited 
no contemporary authorities; he then 
casually notes that a friend with whom 
he had discussed this matter "laugh¬ 
ingly suggested the possibility that the 
electric light was known to the ancient 
Egyptians." 

Fantastic, right? Not so to my late 
friend Ivan Sanderson. Ivan was of the 
opinion that certain works of Egyptian 
art showed electrical devices of some 
sort. He showed one from the Temple 
of Hathorto an engineer who promptly 
remarked that it looked like "the 
ancient equivalent of the modern TV 
projection system." Another engineer, 
looking at an illustration from an 18th 
Dynasty papyrus scroll, remarked on 
its similarity to a modern-day Van de 
GraafT static electricity generator. 
Ancient priests equipped with such 
devices clearly would be able to awe 
kings as well as peasants, 

Sanderson's ideas on such “ancient 
electrics" appeared initially in PUR¬ 
SUIT, and were expanded into a 
chapter in his book INVESTIGATING 
THE UNEXPLAINED (Prentice-Hail; 
1972). Following Ivan’s death, an 
abridgement of that chapter drew the 
ire of Edmund 5, Meltzer, Department 
of Near Eastern Studies, University of 
Toronto, whose letter of dissent 
appeared in the January 1976 issue of 
FATE. 
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Meltzer’s objections are two-fold; I) 
Sanderson (and others) refuse to 
consider the illustrations in the total 
context of what is known about 
Egyptian religious life of that era, and 
2) there are no Egyptian records 
concerning electricity and/or electrical 
■ apparatus. 

So. . .lacking either artifacts or 
ancient Egyptian electrical texts, it 
seems that Meltzer’s objections must 
carry the day. 

Is that all there is, then? Just sheer 
speculation with no artifacts to lend 
credence to ingenious ideas? NOl 
Thanks to three remarkable men, we 
do have some hard evidence of ancient 
electrics. 

The first man was Wilhelm Koenig, 
a German archaeologist employed by 
the Iraq Museum. In the spring of 
1936, Koenig was called to the scene of 
a flood in that part of the Tigris- 
Euphrates valley near the fabled city of 
Baghdad. The flood had washed an 
assortment of artifacts—clay pots and 
other oddments—out of a hill and, 
poking in the debris, Koenig found a 
curious clay pot. Its broken neck 
carried traces of asphaltum, a common 
sealing substance of the day (the 
artifacts were identified as being from 
the Parthian period, circa 225 B.C, to 
about 225 A.D.), inside the pot was a 
copper cylinder, about IVi inches in 
diameter and 5 inches long. The 
cylinder seam, and the crimped-in 
cop per bottom , had both been soldered 
neatly and with a 60-40 lead-tin alloy; 
the same alloy is used today, but this 
artifact was clearly 1900+ years oldl 
The cylinder contained an eroded iron 
rod which had been sealed into the 


cylinder by more asphaltum. 

Koenig was immediately struck by 
the resemblance of the strange assem¬ 
blage to the early batteries of Galvani 
and Volta. Intrigued by his fmd, 
Koenig looked for more such objects 
and soon learned that four others had 
been found down river near the ancient 
city of Seluccia, in the ruins of what 
other archaeologists were calling a 
"magician's hut." (At a later date, 
Koenig also found 10 more "batteries" 
in the Berlin museum. . .these had 
originally been found in an un¬ 
assembled state and hence went 
unrecognized for what they really 
were.) 

Enter Willy Ley. Trained as a 
paleobotanist, Ley had been a founder 
ofthe Vfr(theGerman Rocket Society) 
and had established a reputation as a 
science writer with a series of articles 
on space travel. Fleeing Germany when 
Hilter came to power, Ley was in 
America when he chanced on Koenig’s 
book. Ley's account of KoenigV‘Bagh¬ 
dad Battery" appeared in an American 
science fiction magazine in 1939 and 
was read by Willard Gray. 

Gray, an electrical engineer at the 
General Electric plant in Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts, was immediately intri¬ 
gued by the article and wrote Ley for 
further details. He wanted, he said, to 
build the thing to see if it would really 
work. 

Using the drawings and other details 
Ley supplied him, Gray built the 
battery, duplicating 5 it in every respect 
save one. After 2000 years, no trace of 
the electrolyte, which would have been 
in the cylinder with the iron rod, 
remained.

Undaunted, Gray decided to try 
copper sulphate, an easily obtainable 
solution and hence one likely to have 
existed in Parthian days. 

The little battery worked, putting 
out a respectable 1.5 volts! Delighted 
at the success of his spare-time project. 
Gray wrote a paper about it and went 
back to more mundane jobs for G.E, 
The batteries wound up in the

■On September 23, 1976, The New 
York Times made the following an¬ 
nouncement: "The Viking II space¬ 
craft has discovered that the per¬ 
manent northern polar cap of Mars is 
composed entirely of frozen water, 
suggesting to scientists that the planet 
has much more water than had been 
expected." This was a great shock to 
the scientists because "...many had 
assumed that the polar cap was frozen 
carbon dioxide, or dry ice**.” This dis¬ 
covery was made despite the fact that 
four previous 1LS. space probes to 
that planet did not detect water on the 
ice caps. 

This admission by NASA confirmed 
the reports of Dr. Percival Lowell 
(1855-1916), w r ho stated in scientific 
journals at the turn of the century that 
the Martian polar caps were made of 
frozen water ice and that there was a 
tremendous amount of water vapor in 
its atmosphere. The fact that water 
exists on Mars also indicates that the

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space agency and the members of the 
scientific establishment have not been 
telling us the complete truth about the 
actual conditions on the Martian 
surface* 

Professor Lowell could be con¬ 
sidered one of the greatest scientists of 
this century because he was willing to 
stand up to his fellow- scientists who 
viciously attacked him and are still 
attacking him for his controversial 
theories about life on Mars. He was 
recognized as one of the most impor¬ 
tant astronomers of his time because 
he founded in 1893 the work! famous 
Lowell Astronomical Observatory at 
Flagstaff, Arizonia, and he was also a 
professor of astronomy at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology. The 
scientific establishment gave him tre¬ 
mendous credit for his research in 
astronomy, such as predicting the 
existence of Pluto 20 years before it 
was actually discovered. However, 
when he started to publish articles in 
such respected magazines as Scientific 
American, Science and Nature—de¬ 
scribing the results of his research on 
Mars, which proved that a very ad¬ 
vanced civilization existed on that 
planet—many fellow- scientists 
accused him of suffering from illu¬ 
sions and hallucinations. He is still 
being accused today of suffering from 
delusions by top scientists working for 
NASA. By analyzing the scientific evi¬ 
dence of the past 70 years, it appears 
these space agency officials* such as 
Dr, Carl Sagan, are the ones who are 
presenting illusions to the public when 
they describe results of the Mariner 
and Viking programs* They seem to 
be determined to suppress the distinct 
possibility that a civilization thou¬ 
sands of years more advanced than 
our own exists on that planet. 

When Dr. Lowell opened his obser¬ 
vatory in Arizona he discovered that 
he had a great advantage over other 
observatories which were in operation 
at the turn of the century. Located at 
an altitude of over 7000 feet* his tele¬ 
scopes were able to observe the planets 
much dearer with less atmospheric 
distortion than other . telescopes 
located closer to sea level. After ob¬ 
serving Mars for many years, he and 
the other astronomers at the observa¬ 
tory came to the conclusion that the 
Martians had to alter the surface of 
their planet in order to survive be¬ 
cause of the lack of water in the 
regions outside the north and south 
poles. He believed that at one time 
Mars had a wetter climate than it does

■If you believe that the earth was visi¬ 
ted and colonized by ancient astronauts 
from outer space, then you almost 
certainly will have to agree that the 
highlands of Peru are where they first 
landed. This area is so rich in con¬ 
crete evidence, that it abounds in in¬ 
credible stone structures and ac¬ 
companying myths of flying gods, A 
brief description along with a pictorial 
display should be sufficient to convince 
anyone that the ancient astronauts we re 
for real and that they left their influence 
upon the earth. 

At Guzco, high in the Andes Moun¬ 
tains, one can survey the ruins of a mag¬ 
nificent Incan city known as Macchu 
Piccu. It was not so long ago (1500 
years) that the area was alive with the 
industrious activity of one of South 
America's most advanced peoples, the 
Incas. Somehow the Incas had acquired 
a great deal of knowledge on a wide 
variety of subjects including medicine, 
engineering and even politics, Macchu 
20 


Isolated high in the Andes Moun¬ 
tains can be found the remains of a 
city that just can’t be explained— 
the home base of the archenauts! 


Piccu was one of the “modern” re¬ 
minders of how much they knew, and 
while the Spaniards were duly impressed 
by what they saw, they destroyed it never¬ 
theless. 

Long before Macchu Piccu—and even 
before the Incas—a very advanced tech¬ 
nological society occupied almost the 
same area. One fortress area known as 
Sacsahuaman covered hundreds of 
acres. Among its achievements are a 
water supply system, a gigantic water 
cistern and countless underground 
chambers and passageways. The stone 
blocks {50 to 300 tons each) which com¬ 
prise the structures are fitted into place 
like pyramid blocks—so precise and 
exact that a knife cannot be inserted 
between them. Legend has it that 
Sacsahuaman was built by the gods in 
a very short time. 

Remnants of another ancien t city are 
close by in Tiahuanaco or “City of the 
Dead.” These ruins were once a city 
at sea level but now stand at an alti¬ 


tude of 13,000 feet high in the 
Andes near Lake Titicaca. After its con¬ 
struction, huge cataclysms raised the 
structures to their present height with¬ 
out destroying much of the city. It is 
thought that the upheaval forced the 
people to leave their city long before the 
Incas arrived on the scene. Although no 
one knows who built the city, native 
legends relate that Tiahuanaco was con¬ 
structed by a race of giants whose home¬ 
land was destroyed by a great deluge 
that lasted for two months. Other 
myths say it was built before the stars by 
bearded white me n. 

What is true is that the inhabitants of 
Tiahuanaco were not indigenous to this 
area. But where did they come from? 
Perhaps the answer is in the name of the 
large fresh water Lake Titicaca. The 
translation means “stone of the jaguar, " 
Th is is very interesting since from space 
the outline of the main lake resembles 
a bas-relief of a jaguar with outstretched 
claws and open jaws, pouncing at a

distinctive about them is that they appear upside down if, In facMhey are being used 
for water. They look more like coverings for electrical cable, the original copper 
having long since been stripped out from under them.

The Incans acquired a highly advanced 
knowledge of medical surgery. They were 
familiar with various forms of brain opera* 
lions and practiced trepanning—a means 
of relleveing pressure in the skull in this 
approximately 700 year old mummified 
skull, two false teeth remain permanently 
in place. Were these modern medical 
miracles taught to the fncan doctors in the 
same way that Egyptian priests received 
their divine wisdom? Doesn't this suggest 
a common source of advanced medical 
Information? 
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fleeting rabbit (a smaller body of water 
adjacent to it). 

The structures atTiahuanaeo are just 
as amazing as the legends. Gigantic edi¬ 
fices, including a pyramid with a trun¬ 
cated top similar to those of the Mayan 
culture, contain blocks weighing up to 
200 tons each. The walls arc well fitted 
together, much like the pyramids of 
Egypt. No mortar was used, but instead 
they were riveted together with huge 
silver bolts weighing approximately 
three tons each. When the Spanish 
explorers arrived they removed the 
silver bolts, and the structures became 
very prone to earthquake and weather 
damage. 

It is interesting to note that no stone 
cutting implements have ever been 
found, either in the city or at the quarry 
site 50 miles away. Since the blocks are 
mostly granite, how were they cut, and 
how were they transported the long 
distances? Long stretches of modern 
stone highways branch out in all direc* 
tions and yet the use of the wheel was 
unknown to the early natives of the area. 

The most fascinating structure at Tia- 
huanaco is the Gate of the Sun. This 
structure a single stone block weighing 
10 tons and measuring 10 feet high and 
one and one-half feet thick. Numerous 
symbols are inscribed on the 
stone; many show winged figures with 
human heads. Archeologists believe the 
stone is some kind of a calendar showing 
the four seasons and solstices and 
equinoxes.

Many of the petroglyphs resemble 
some kind of ionic motor* One giant 
carving has a being with a helmet¬ 
like cap and a strange box on his chest* 
A figure with rays encircling the head 
and its hands holding lightning bolts is 
surrounded by 24 other figures* Some of 
the drawings are bird-like and could 
represent individuals in flying machines, 
other figures show complicated equip¬ 
ment much like diving apparatus on 
the men* 

The complicated message on the Gate 
of the Sun has never been translated 
satisfactorily. However, one interpreta¬ 
tion involves the arrival of a princess from 
the planet Venus, According to this 
story the beautiful Orejona arrived more 
than five million years ago in a golden 
spacecraft. Intent on creating an earthly 
human race, she had sexual relations 
with a tapir and gave birth to several 
children* Most of the children stayed 
with and resembled their father, but the 
few that took after Orejona went off on 
their own and later developed into the 
first pre-Incan civilization* 

It has been almost impossible to put 
a date on the age of the Peruvian ruins* 
Some estimates vary between 3000 and 
12,000 years ago although an extinct 
toxodon—a hippopotamus-like animal 
of prehistoric times—appears on a 
pottery fragment* Because of the many

similarities to the Egyptian civilizations 
it is possible that Tiahuanaco existed 
at the same time and was in active 
communication with its sister civiliza¬ 
tion, It is also possible that following the 
destruction of Atlantis, common carriers 
of knowledge fanned out across the world 
spreading similar information about 
engineering, medicine and, of course, 
the myths of the origin of the human 
race. 

In any case we do know that these 
Andean ruins are older than anyone can 
find records for and we also know that 
they were constructed with highly 
sophisticated techniques. The recurring 
theme of flying gods combined with the 
unexplained technological masterpieces 
makes this area a prime source of 
ancient astronaut folklore. •

■ Suppose you decided to search for 
evidence of extraterrestrial life. Where 
would you start? Well, the obvious place 
to begin would be right here on earth, 
because that's where we are, so ifs the 
easiest place to begin. You need not fed 
embarrassed that many of the profes¬ 
sional scientists in the Field currently 
have a mental block about this. Any¬ 
thing relatively simple is unlikely to be 
very costly, and the research grants 
involved would therefore be small and 
less attractive. Of course it is necessary 
for such scientists to suppose that 
extraterrestrials have not visited earth 
but are out there just signalling to us 
or perhaps waiting for us to make our 
own moves, We'll wish these people 
well with their projects and let them 
get on with their own business in their 
own way. Perhaps these scientists 
will wish us luck with our own efforts— 
we can hope so, at least. 

Where else will we look? The answer 
is to our nearest neighboring bodies 
in space, from which the extraterres¬ 
trials logically would be most likely to 
have come. That means, in order, our 
moon and the planets Venus and Mars 
and the other planets and moons of the 
solar system. 

Our moon has long been considered 
a substantially dead world, and the 
Apollo flights appear to have gone a 
long way to confirming that belief. 
The full picture has yet to emerge, 
however, so we’d better leave the door 
open against the possibility of further 
discoveries. Mars and Venus are begin¬ 
ning to give up their secrets as a result 
of the American and Soviet space probes, 
but these ventures are only the curtain- 
raisers, If the evidence of anthropology 
and mythology, illuminated by the in¬ 
terpretations made possible by our 
present-day expertise in aerospace tech¬ 
nology, is any guide we are in for some 
big discoveries In the coming years. 
And these discoveries will throw light 
on many perplexing puzzles from our 
own past. 

Let's ask a very basic question. 
How would you recognize an extra-

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terrestrial if you saw one? That is ef¬ 
fectively asking how you can really be 
certain that any of the life around 
you did not begin on this planet. 
What about humankind itself? Is it ex¬ 
traterrestrial in origin? Or is it at least 
the product of extraterrestrial interven¬ 
tion? Unless and until we have a high 
degree of certainty about our 
answers to these questions one way or 
the other, the questions must continue 
to be posed. They constitute a proper, 
important and continuing concern for 
science. 

If you haven’t yet probed too closely 
into the methods and discoveries of 
anthropologists, you may still have a 
tendency to believe that humankind 
has been a part of the evolutionary 
process that has taken life from the 
primal cell to the modem human being 
through a series of processes of adapta¬ 
tion to the challenges presented by 
successive environments. There are 
highly awkward discontinuities, or 
breaks, in the supposed evolutionary 
sequence, however, and unless and 
until they are Filled we must accept 
the possibilities that we are either extra¬ 
terrestrial or the product of extrater¬ 
restrial intervention. 

If you study the locations on the earth 
of the Finds of early man-like crea¬ 
te res (Nobody quite knows where to

draw the fine!) you gel a fair sprinkl¬ 
ing of them in Africa and places 
nearby. But the pattern these Finds 
present is too sketchy to draw any Firm 
conclusions, and anthropologists modify 
their interpretations with each new Find. 
We will pass over this intriguing area 
with some regret and attempt to lock-in 
on a subject on which there is at least 
more data—the locations of the emer¬ 
gence of the most impressive of the 
early centers of culture and technology. 

The cultural question is a little dif¬ 
ficult to pin down. Does the drawing of 
a bison on a cave wall represent signi¬ 
ficant cultural expression? Do early 
stoneworks of crude construction re¬ 
present the emergence of culture and/ 
or technology? WcTl leave such con¬ 
siderations to the specialists, but it 
seems clear that, on the respective 
continents, the structures erected in 
North Africa around the Eastern end 
of the Mediterranean, and in Mexico 
on our own continent, represented 
rapid rates of development of technology 
and were associated with significant 
cultural experience. Whether the civili- 





zafaons “flowered/' as the ancient 
astronaut proponents suggest, or 
whether it afl happened gradually as 
conventional anthropologists have it, 
will be a matter of heated debate for 
some time to come. We take the view 
that these were indeed flowerings of 
human expression, and that whether or 
not humankind's origins were extra¬ 
terrestrial, the first civilizations at least 
owed something to extraterrestrial in¬ 
tervention. What evidence do we have 
for this? 

We note that the early civiliza¬ 
tions developed in regions close to the 
respective Tropics—the Tropic of Cancer 
in the Northern Hemisphere and the 
Tropic of Capricorn in the Southern 
Hemisphere, Look at a globe or a map 
of the tvorld and trace the tropics 
across it and you will see the early 
world before your eyes: Mexico, Egypt, 
Sumeria, Tibet, Southern China in the 
Northern Hemisphere and Peru, 
Northern Australia and Easter Island 
in the Southern Hemisphere. The most 
conspicuous exception, perhaps, is the 
group of monumental structures in 
ancient Britain at Avebury, Silbury 
Hill and Stonehenge—well North of the 
Tropic of Cancer. That these centers 
were linked with influences from ancient 
Egypt is a separate subject for study, 
but it gives one pause to reflect that the 
slope of the pyramids at Giza corres¬ 
ponds closely with the latitudes of these 
monuments, while the slope of Silbury 
Hill, the largest man-made mound in 
Europe, corresponds closely with the 
latitude of Giza. It would suit the 
arguments which follow if the British 
monuments were the result of a spread* 
ing of influences from Giza, Time will 
tell whether the perspective we develop 
here is correct. 

Have you ever wondered why Cape 
Canaveral, the launch site for the lunar 
and planetary probes, is located close 
to the Tropic of Cancer? It is because 
the regions close to either of the tropics 
arc those best suited for launches from 
earth to objectives within the solar 
system. Such flights would be the return 
flights for ancient astronauts coming 
from out nearest neighboring worlds. 
The landing problem on earth is less 
critical, as most of the energy of the 
vehicle that has to be dissipated is 
effected by the resistance of the atmos¬ 
phere. Of course it is desirable to land 
in locations suitable for the subsequent 
departure. 

It is customary to launch toward the 
East and also to land toward the East, 
as both actions are assisted by the ef¬ 
fects of the earth's rotation on its

axis in the West-East direction. We are 
accustomed to thinking of the West- 
East alignments of many ancient monu¬ 
ments, such as the pyramids and Great 
Sphinx at Giza,' as being related to the 
rising sun, but this may be less sig¬ 
nificant than that it is the primary 
direction connected with space flight. 
In fact, the sun actually rises directly 
in the East only twice each year 
(at the equinoxes), whereas spacecraft 
to the planets are always launched to¬ 
ward the East. 

If ancient astronauts had the cap¬ 
ability for visiting the earth after cross¬ 
ing the vast distances between other 
stars and our own sun, the considera¬ 
tions outlined above would become 
trivial. They could land on and depart 
from the earth with hardly any re¬ 
striction as to location as they would 
obviously be unworried about energy 
conservation on the earth, having 
necessarily used high performance 
machines for their interstellar voyage.

So we draw a conclusion that may 
prove to be of importance in our future 
studies of extraterrestrial visitations: 
If it is confirmed that evidence of 
extraterrestrial contact on earth is found 
to be centered on the Tropics, we may 
infer that the extraterrestrials came 
from within the solar system. 

Interestingly a Russian scientist. Dr, 
'Vladimir Avinsky, has independently 
arrived at the conclusion that ancient 
astronauts visted earth from within the 
solar system on the grounds that the 
technology apparent in the evidence 
from mythology and archeology is 
recognizable (see “Extraterrestrial In¬ 
telligence on our Planet?” Ancient 
Skies, March-April 1976). 

So, instead of scanning the heavens 
with radio telescopes, perhaps scientists 
should follow-up the indications already 
on hand and search much closer to 
home—within the solar system, our 
Galactic doorstep! •

PHOBOS: 

ANCIENT UFO 


■ There is an alien starship double 
parked out near Mars. You can’t 
mistake it when you get there—it is ten 
miles long. There is no hurry in reach¬ 
ing it because it has been there for 
more than a billion years. 

That is the popular theory about one 
of the two mysterious moonlets of Mars, 
named Deimes and Phobos. The odd 
orbital behavior of the inner moon 
Phobos led a prominent Soviet astron- 
omer to suggest fifteen years ago that 
the moon'was not a captured asteroid 
or a leftover hunk of proto-Mars but 
was instead a hollow space craft placed 
in orbit either by Martians or by 
another alien civilization who visited 
Mars eons ago. Since the satellite re¬ 
mains over the same point on the sur¬ 
face of Mars, but has millenium by 
millenium drifted off that orbit due 
to gravitational pull and other natural 
perturbations, the theory' of artificial 
origin of Phobos seems compelling. 

The moons of Mars were mysterious 
even before they w p ere “discovered” by 
earth astronomers one hundred years 
ago. More than a century' and a half 
before they were seen through a 
telescope they were described in 
uncanny detail in European books and 
plays! The English author Swift and 
the French dramatist Voltaire both 
seemed to have known about Deimos 
and Phobos a hundred and 
fifty' years before the American Asaph 
Hall saw' and named them from the 
U.S. Naval Observatory' outside of 
Washington, D.C. 

With the birth and maturation of the 
“Space Age,” man-made robots have 
extended the human senses deep into 
space. Our probes have reached out 
towards the nearby planets and are even 
now speeding across the solar 
system towards the far distant worlds 
and the outer boundaries of the sun’s 
family of planets. Mars has been closely 
investigated from fly-by missions, or¬ 
biting camera probes and now- the 
Viking landers. 

Viking Orbller 1 took this close-up from 
only 75 miles away of some of the northern 
^ striations, or straight-line markings, on 
the surface of Phobos,

is Mars’ moon really the remains 
of an ancient spacecraft caught in 
orbit around the planet? Peculiar!- 
ties in orbit and surface features 
suggested to Soviet scientists that 
this indeed is what happened. 


These Mars probes have not ignored 
Phobos and Deimos. They began re¬ 
turning data on these puzzling 
pieces of space debris in 1971. The 
latest results from the two Viking or¬ 
biting mother ships (From w-hich the 
two lander craft descended and w-hich 
remained active as photographic re¬ 
connaissance vehicles) have deepened 
the mysteries surrounding Phobos. 

Phobos w-as the only known satellite 
in the solar system to rotate around its 
parent world faster than the patent world 
spun on its axis. This meant that 
Phobos would overtake a point on the 
Martian surface as it moved from 
west to east, thereby appearing to 
rise in the western sky and set in the 
eastern sky. Before the Space Age 
Phobos was unique in this 
behavior. Now, most artificial earth 
satellites also follow this type of orbit— 



Mariner 9, which sent back the first pic¬ 
tures of Phobos In 1972. Later, the Viking 
spacecraft took new photos which opened 
new mysteries about the origin of Phobos. 


further strengthening the supposition 
that Phobos was not a natural object. 

In size Phobos was thought to be 
about ten miles across and probably 
irregular in shape (in keeping with its 
presumed asteroidal origin). But it and 
its outer companion Deimos were so 
close to Mars that the glare of the 
planet seen through a telescope makes 
careful observation of the small moon- 
lets difficult. 

About thirty years ago, astronomers 
began to suspect that Phobos was not 
behaving quite as a natural satellite 
ought to behave. American astron¬ 
omers noticed that the Martian moon 
was pulling slightly ahead of where it 
should have been in its orbit, w r ere it 
following the natural laws of motion 
which govern the trajectories of all 
other bodies in the solar system. This 
speed-up was called a “secular acceler¬ 
ation” in astronomical parlance. In 
absolute terms it w-as not great— 
perhaps a few minutes per centuiy, or a 
handsbreadth in the sky as seen from 
the* surface of Mars. But upon such 
rocky discrepancies are great theories 
born. 

Soviet astronomer Dr. Yosef Shklov- 
skiy tested out all possible explanations 
for the speeding up of Phobos. What 
was apparently happening was some¬ 
thing—some force—was retarding the 
forward motion of the moonlet and 
causing it to drop into a lower orbit. 
This lower orbit, by the laws of conser¬ 
vation of momentum, w-as a faster one—* 
an “inside track," so to speak. In this 
orbit, Phobos pulled ahead of where it 
should have been. 

Shklovskiy showed that it could not 
have been any effect of the space 
around Mars, since the outer moon 
Deimos was not similarly affected. 
The “tidal effect," which is causing 
the earth’s moon to drift slowly out¬ 
wards (by a few feet every century),did 
not seem powerful enough to account 
for it, assuming that the size and 
density of Phobos were those of a natural 
object. 

But it was here that Shklovskiy made 
his great intuitive leap. Suppose, he 
reasoned, that the density of Phobos 

S3 




was not that of a natural object? 
What would the density of Phobos have 
to be to account for the "secular ac¬ 
celeration/ 1 

Natural space objects range in density 
from a little bit less than that of 
water (for icy worlds) to twice that of 
water (for carbonaceous materials from 
comets and certain meteors) to three 
OX four times that of water (for 
basalts and igneous rocks) and even 
higher. The densities of man-made 
space vehicles are generally a large frac¬ 
tion of that of water (since, for example, 
the Apollo capsules must be able to 
float), . The density of Phobos, on 
Shklovskiy's assumptions, would have 
to have been one thousandth that of 
water! Phobos would have had to have 
been hollow! 

No known physical process could 
conceivably have created a hollow 
natural object. Shklovskiy’s reasoning 
led inevitably to the conclusion 
that Phobos (and probably Dcimos, as 
well) were artificial constructions! 

The Phobos anomaly and Shklovskiy’s 
spaceship theory excited the imagination 
of people around the world. One other 
Soviet observer (the astronomer Felix 
Ziegel) even suggested that the 
objects must have been of recent 
(Continued on page 56}

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Language of the Space Aliens 

We may take it for granted, but language is one of the great 
mysteries of the world. As amazing as it might seem, the next sound 
you hear may not be human!

■ Did extraterrestrials teach human 
beings how to talk? Certain otherwise 
unexplainable recent discoveries in 
linguistics, the science of language, 
give convincing evidence that human 
language is so unlike other "‘earthly 11 
communication systems that it cannot 
be accounted for in any other way. 

There are over 4000 different lan¬ 
guages spoken in the world today. 
Underlying this incredible diversity is 
a fact that is only now emerging from 
the seemingly random patterns of hu¬ 
man language. Linguists have 
systematically studied the various 
ways that languages can differ, and 
their startling conclusion is that lan¬ 
guages are not really all that different. 

They have found that the differ¬ 
ences between languages are superfi¬ 
cial, easily explained by a system of 
more or less simple rules called irons - 
formations. They theorize that every¬ 
one carries around their own personal 
list of these rules inside their heads, 
which they unconsciously apply to 
something called the "universal base” 
in order to "generate” sentences, like 
a computer. Sound far-fetched? You 
bet. But nevertheless many of the 
most respected scholars in the field 
claim that this is so. 

According to linguists, this "uni¬ 
versal base" represents the innate bio¬ 
logical capacity of humans to speak. 
Beyond this simple statement, they 
really know little more about it. Their 
interest seems to be mainly concerned 
with capturing this elusive notion in a 
form that can be programmed into a 
computer, so that industrial giants 
and governments can use it to their 
advantage. Linguists seem to have lost 
sight of the most disturbing result of 


their studies. The major problem 
facing them now is not to explain the 
nature of language, for in this task 
they have made considerable progress, 
but rather they must now account for 
language's presence in humans in the 
first place. 

Linguists can explain the differences 
in human language, but they cannot 
explain the similarities. There is an 
unknown variable in human language 
which defies characterization within 
the traditional theories of science. The 
only possible way to account for the 
discrepancies in linguistic theory is to 
admit that something, or more likely, 
someone caused the series of rapid 
biological adaptations which were 
required for humans to "evolve” their 
linguistic capacities. The most likely 
candidates for the role of instigator in 
these changes are extraterrestrial bio¬ 
logists, as we shall see. 

That Earth has been visited by peo¬ 
ple from outer space many times in 
the past is well documented. The evi¬ 
dence presented within the pages of 
this magazine provides convincing 
proof of this theory. Even though it 
goes against the grain of "orthodox” 
science, it remains the only theory that 
explains all the available evidence, not 
just that which is convenient to exist¬ 
ing scientific dogma. 

The first evidence we have that hu¬ 
man language was given us by ancient 
astronauts is found in the Bible, which 
has many references to this fact. The 
Gospel of John opens: "In the begin¬ 
ning was the Word." Yet scientists 
have long regarded this straightfor¬ 
ward statement as "metaphor,” 

References to the fact that language 
was a gift from the gods are not 


limited to the Judeo-Christian tradi¬ 
tion. Virtually every account of crea¬ 
tion tells essentially the same story. 
Linguists have chosen to ignore this in 
their blind pursuit of a purely terres¬ 
trial theory of language. 

But their researches have brought 
them full circle. In their efforts to 
deny the “unearthly,” linguists have 
made such discoveries that to deny the 
existence of extraterrestrial influence 
in the origin of language is to deny the 
discrepancies their w'ork has uncovered. 
This is a phenomenon frequently 
found in academic circles. It is not our 
purpose here to discuss the reasons 
behind what seems to be a conspiracy 
to deliberately suppress and misinter¬ 
pret scientific evidence. Suffice to say 
that scientists, too, are concerned with 
maintaining the status quo. 

Of all the features of language 
which clearly mark it as extraterres¬ 
trial in origin, perhaps the most strik¬ 
ing is what linguists call the “arbitrari¬ 
ness” of language. This means that 
there is no connection between the 
sound of a word and its meaning. This 
is what erects the language barrier 
between nations which has probably 
caused ..jnore wars than any other 
single factor in human history. 
Despite this obvious drawback, arbi¬ 
trariness is the most important aspect 
of our language. It allows us to com¬ 
bine individual sounds to form new 
words used to discuss new ideas. It is 
the source of creativity without which 
we would never be able to expand our 
knowledge. It is not too strong to say 
that were it not for the fact that lan¬ 
guage is arbitrary we would still be 
living in caves. It is also unique to 

humans in that nothing that even re-

The Garden of Eden is where man 
began, and who is to say that it 
wasn't in the bowels of some giant 
intergalactic spacecraft? 


■ Men believed for centuries that 
the universe was created in six days, 
and that Adam and Eve spawned 
the race of men in approximately 
4000 B.C. Today only the most zealous 
of religious Fundamentalists accept the 
Biblical version of the creation and the 
rather quaint notion that Adam and 
Eve were our first parents. 

Space age science has reduced most 
of the Book of Genesis to the rank of 
fable or allegory.

It may not be hogwash, according 
to at least one reputable scientist.

Over the years, utilizing spare 
moments and vacations, he made an in- 
tensive investigation of the Book of 
Genesis and various supplemental 
writings and oral interpretations, in¬ 
cluding the Hebrew Mid rash sin and 
Legends of the Bible. 

Finally, melding space-age science 
with what he'd learned,Ginsburghhas 
managed to construct a new and 
amazing, but scientifically valid, view 
of Genesis, and especially of Adam and 
Eve.

ASTRONAUT HYBRID 


We are still looking for the Missing 
Link to explain man’s amazing 
evolution, when the real answer is 
as plain as the stars in the sky!

■The Origin of Species does not 
apply to man. Darwin’s theories of the 
survival of the fittest and traits of 
heredity fall flat when they are applied 
to man. Independent assortment, 
natural selection and mutation also 
fall by the wayside. Evolution has 
never explained the emergence of the 
Cro-Magnon upon the prehistoric 
scene. The appearance of modern 
man's ancestors can only be explained 
by the visit of extraterrestrial beings to 
this planet about eighty thousand 
years ago. 

Of all the other theories explaining 
the presence of ancient astronauts in 
the history of man, not one is so 
obvious as the above anthropological 
theory. The quickness of man’s recent 
evolution and brain expansion has 
never been satisfactorily explained by 
current or past scientific beliefs. I will 
explore just one of the gaps in man’s 
history. I will attempt to fill that gap. 

Diyojpithecusi an ancient primate, 
appeared about 25 million years ago. 
His successor, the Ramapithicits, 
evolved from earlier strains around 12 
million years ago. From that primeval 
anthropoid developed the multi-form 



australopithecine. In the next three 
million years only a few strains 
survived to become a more direct 
ancestor of man, the Homo erectus . 
Neanderthal man walked into 
anthropological history about 200 
thousand years past. Then, in contrast 
to all the previous evolutionary steps, 
Cro-Magnon man suddenly burst 
upon the world only 40 thousand years 
ago. It is not possible for it to have 
evolved in a mere few thousand years, 
when its predecessors took millions of 
years for each step of development. 
Unlike the others, there is no fossil 
evidence of any intermediate state

from Neanderthal to Cro-Magnon, It 
seems that the Cro-Magnons came 
from nowhere. 

The evolution of the brain in man is 
unprecedented. The brain increased 
from the australopithedne capacity of 
500 cubic centimeters to the 850 cc of 
Homo erectus and Finally to the 
Neanderthal's 12G0cc, Deviating from 
the norm, Cro-Magnon's capacity was 
almost I600ce. This might seem nor¬ 
mal, despite a notable increase in 
brain capacity, except that modern 
man's capacity is about 1400cc. 
Could modern man be the missing 
link between Neanderthal and Cro- 
Magnon by some ironic twist of 
history? 

Evolution demands time to develop 
new strains of a species or an entirely 
new species. Such is the case of the 
horse. It took 25 million years for the 
forest dwelling Eohippus to become 
the fleet-footed animal of the plains, 
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It is hard to believe that man evolved 
in only 40 thousand years, Man is the 
only animal to evolve in so short a 
time—or did he? 

If the use of tools is used as an 
explanation for rapid evolution, that 
explanation can be challenged. The 
extinct Tyrannosaurus rex had free 
hands. The modern kangaroo has two 
front paws which are not used for 
walking. Neither became intelligent 
beings. Chimpanzees use branches to 
draw up termites. But apes are no 
match for man, despite recent results 
showing that chimps and gorillas have 
some understanding of complex 
thoughts. Is it because they have not 
had enough time to evolve? 

In the scientific community it is 
agreed that modern man is a descen¬ 
dant of Cro-Magnon man. Modern 
man has many features which distin¬ 
guish him from his cousins, the apes. 
Only man can smile and speak 


through vocal cords. Only man has 
delicate skin and complex and intri¬ 
cate fingers (complete with opposable 
thumb), swallows slowly, heals slowly, 
possesses no fur, sheds copious tears, 
lacks diastema (spaces between teeth), 
has sex differentiation and is in heat 
year hound. All these special charac¬ 
teristics would have doomed Pleis¬ 
tocene man. All of the above would 
have slowed his escape from predators 
or hastened his death from natural 
conditions. 

It took 50 million years for the ape 
to develop one billion neurons in his 
brain. How could it have been possible 
for man to develop 10 times as many 
neurons in only five million years? 
Alfred Wallace, coauthor of the evolu¬ 
tionary theory, said that man is a 
"misfit/' an anomaly in the grand 
sweep of the survival of the fittest. 
Natural evolution would have slowed 
down the rate of change, not sped it

up. 

Unlike his predecessors, Neander¬ 
thal man tamed fire, wore clothes, 
hunted and killed in bands and 
created Hash fires to herd prey into 
traps, Could the ancient astronauts 
have taught them these skills, much 
like we train the chimps? For 
unknown reasons the Neanderthals 
migrated from Asia and Africa to ice- 
laden Europe and the Middle East, In 
Europe they grew Eskimo-like and 
became very specialized—the 
Classical Neanderthals. The Middle 
Eastern Neanderthals are known as 
Progressives, 

Tlie Progressives, like the Classicals, 
buried their dead. Both groups be¬ 
lieved in an afterlife. Who told them!? 
The Progressives arranged tools and 
food around the body in preparation 
for a long journey—a space voyage 
concept? Neanderthals must have 
been very good students. Cemeteries 
containing whole families arranged in 
order according to age have been 
found in France. In Iraq the Tas boy 
was found covered with red ocher, 
apparently an attempt to preserve 
skin color. In Shanidar, Israel, a 
skeleton of a deformed cripple was 
found in a settlement site. Obviously 
the cripple had been taken care of 
since birth (45 years)—He died a 
natural death. To chase out intruders 
the Progressives arranged bear bones 
in a skull and crossbone fashion. 

Obviously the extraterrestrials 
weren't satisfied. Suddenly the Cro- 
Magnon appeared. Unlike the 
Neanderthal, he was six feet tall, 
didn't have a heavy brow, had a high 




forehead and oval eye sockets. Cro- 
Magnon tool manufacture was so 
complex that anthropologists find it 
impossible to duplicate it. They could 
cut 200 blades from one stone. 

Where did these “supermen” come 
from? Earliest fossils point to a mid- 
Atlantic continent—the mythological 
Atlantis? Cro-Magnon-like finds have 
been found in La Jolla, California, 
They were dated at 70 thousand years 
old. In Europe they appeared along 
the coasts of Britain, France, Spain, 
Portugal and Ireland, Was Atlantis 
the point of origin of Cro-Magnon? 
Scientists cannot explain why these 
newcomers appeared on the coastal 
areas first. 

The new arrivals w r ere advanced in 
culture. They carved tools and 
weapons out of bone. Instruments and 
a number system have recently been 
found in their caves. They arrived 
complete with intelligence, fire and 
art. Their artwork is incredible. 
Abstract and realistic forms can be 
seen in the famed cave drawings. Self- 
portraits reveal a modern style of dress 
—shirts (buttoned), trousers, skirts,

A noted archaeologist examines 
the intriguing possibility that two 
races of extraterrestrials battled 
for possession of Earth nearly 
1500 years ago!

■ As the sky gods descended into 
ancient Mexico, they started a chain 
of events which lasted thousands of 
years. Everywhere that we turn, we see 
remnants of their coming: references 
that take the form of carved stone 
idols, painted pottery or murals. The 
comings and goings of the sky gods 
were also recorded in deerskin books 
called codices. Here, for all time, 
events that took place a thousand 
years ago can be read and interpreted. 
In all of the codices, there are count¬ 
less depictions of deities or gods 
coming down from the heavens. In 
this article, we will deal with one of 
those references concerning the corn¬ 
ing of the sky gods—the war of the 
heavens. 

Before dealing with this aspect of 
history in ancient Mexico, it would be 
relevant to find out exactly what the 
codices are and how they reflect 
human cultural history. The best way 
to define the codices is to say that they 
are pre-Columbian picture books 
which tell a story. The codices might 
be called “the books of the New 
World/’ They are actually painted 
manuscripts quite similar to the 
Medieval "illuminated manuscripts" 
of the Old World, There were basi¬ 
cally three types of codices: Mir- 
tec, Aztec and Mayan. There were

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other areas within Mesoamerica (Mex¬ 
ico and Central America) which pro¬ 
duced codices, but never in the abun¬ 
dance that the Mixtec and Aztec 
peoples did* 

In this chicle, we will deal with the 
Mix tec coaices only. This particular 
body of writing was produced in the 
states of Puebla and Oaxaca in Mexico 
from A.D.692 until the 17th century, * 
It would be relevant to give a short 
history of the Mixtcc people and put 
them into the proper time perspective. 
This will give us a better under¬ 
standing of their written legacy and of 
the numerous comings of the "gods.” 

The Mixtec people originated in 
either southern Puebla or northern 
Oaxaca. Legends tell us of a mythical 
place in the sky, shown as a life- 
tree in the codices, where the Mix- 
tecs were bom. They called themselves 
the "Cloud People," or "people who 
came from the clouds (sky).” The Zapo- 
tee, the earlier cultural group which 
built Monte Alban, also called them¬ 
selves the "Cloud People.” On the 
grounds of linguistics, both the Mix- 
tec and Zapotec had the same origins. 
Were these origins of an extraterres¬ 
trial nature? No one knows how far 
back their cultural tradition goes, but 
it could have come from the stars. 
Archaeologists are certain that by 
A.D.650 the Mixtec were living in the 
Mixtecn (southern Puebla, western 
Cuererro and parts of Oaxaca). 

For reasons unknown at present, 
they moved southward after A.D.700 
and set up their capital at Tilantongo. 
This city became the Mixtec stronghold 
until they moved their seat of govern¬ 
ment to Mitla. It seems reasonable 
that the reason behind Mixtec expan¬ 
sion was the breakdown of the Classi¬ 
cal World in Mesoamerica, Archaeol¬ 
ogists have postulated that the reasons 
for the fall of classical civilization 
were: trade, disease, militarism or 
famine—although there could have 
been an extraterrestrial reason. Even¬ 
tually, the Mixtecs moved into the 
Valley of Oaxaca and set up their 
capital at Mitla and Yagul. Some 
archaeologists believe that the Mixtecs 
were the cause for the collapse of Zapo¬ 
tec culture and the fall of Monte 
Alban. 

Artistically, their art style has 
been called "Mixteca-Puebla" and is 
characterized by objects produced in 
gold. Mixtec domination lasted until 
the conquest of Mexico by Cortez. They 
proved to be a greater foe, which 
could not be beaten by the Spaniards, 
than the Aztecs.

■Throughout the centuries, certain 
nations have depended to a great 
extent on seafaring occupations, Fish¬ 
ing, trading and piracy to increase 
their wealth or earn their living. Of 
these, the Scandinavian Norsemen 
were the greatest, and were definitely 
the most seasoned travelers of any 
people prior to modem times. They 
were known and feared as far east as 
Russia, as far west as Canada and as 
south as Spain, Byzantium, and 
Africa. Unlike other seafaring nations, 
such as Phoenecia, the Norsemen truly 
ruled the seas and thus made no 
efforts to keep their routes or their 
adventures secret. Indeed, they became 
very fond of bragging of their exploits, 
and many of their greatest exploits 
were preserved in saga form, eventually 
to be recorded and saved to this day. It 
would be very surprising, therefore, if a 
people, as widely traveled as the IOth 
century Norsemen, had not made 
contact with ancient astronauts. 

Examination of their historical sagas 
reveals that they did indeed have at least 
the occassional meeting with strange 
human-like species which, to them 
anyway, seemed alien and were to be 
avoided. (It should be noted that the 
ancient Norse had two basic types of 
sagas: some were mythical or Fictional, 
based often on an actual event or 
person, while others, considered to be 
historical sagas, were true descriptions 
of events of their early history in which 
all people, places and events referred 
to actually existed. This article is 
concerned only with latter sagas.) 

Although contacts with this being, 
whatever it was, were infrequent,4he 
species must have been encountered 
often enough to be fairly well known 
since it was given a specific name 
which, translated into English, means 
uniped, or onefooter. *This name, 
when encountered, refers to a specific 
type of animal, of which little was 
known except that they were man like 
but not men, strange, though definitely 
real creatures. They seemed to be 
associated with Africa (a land with 
many ancient astronaut type sight¬ 
ings), and when one was spotted in 
Vineland (Newfoundland, today), it 
became one of the primary causes for

the Norse belief that Vineland was an 
extension of Africa. 

It should be pointed out that these 
are not mythological beasts, they are 
not included in Norse myths or 
religions. Texts on Norse mythology 
don't even mention them. Whatever 
they were, earthling or alien, they were 
definitely real beings. 

An excellent account of one such 
contact occurs m Eric the Red's saga, 
an old historical Norse saga, dealing 
with the discovery and exploration of 
North America, and the settlement of 
Greenland by Eric the Red. The 
incident occurred while Thorvald 
Ericsson (one of the sons of Eric the 
Red) and a man named Thorfinn 
Karlsefni, a Norse sea trader of some 
distinction .along with their crews, we re 
on an expedition in the New World to 
look for a lost friend. At one point, 
while sailing past a clearing in what is 
now White Bay in Newfoundland, they 
noticed some strange thing that 
seemed to be glowing. (The saga 
definitely points out that it glowed or 
shone.) As they stared at it, it moved, 
and they noticed it was a uniped. It 
came hopping down to the shore and 
watched them. The Norsemen decided 
to chase it, but when they landed and 
ran after it, it easily outpaced them and 
escaped. The explorers seemed quite 
excited over this event and even 


composed a poem commemorating the 
event, which is retained in the saga, 
along with a description of the 
incident. According to this particular 
saga, the uniped shot an arrow which 
killed Thorvald Ericsson, It is generally 
conceded that after being spotted and 
chased the uniped ran away. 

Several interesting features can be 
noticed from this account. First, the 
fact that the creature was immediately 
identified as a uniped. They also 
assume, since they do not bother to 
describe it, that the listener of the saga 
should understand what the uniped is. 
Perhaps, therefore, contacts with this 
creature were not exceptionally rare. 
The creature was man like but not a 
man, humanoid but not human. It 
walked funny, in sort of a bounding or 
hopping motion which, although it 
looked peculiar, was definitely an 
efficient enough way to escape from the 
pursuing Norsemen. Finally, the 
uniped definitely seemed to glow or 
give off light. 

It does not take too much to stretch 
one’s imagination and associate this 
uniped with some kind of alien in a 
bright spacesuit, or perhaps with some 
kind of robot. In fact, it's easier to 
relate this creature to some kind of 
space voyager than to any known earth 
organism, A people as widely traveled 
as the Norsemen, who came into 


contact with many races from all over 
the world, should certainly have been 
able to recognize a human when they 
saw r one. 

The saga states that they sailed a 
little further and thought they could 
see Unipedland, at which point they 
turned back, not wanting to risk the 
lives of their men. It is interesting to 
note, after this incident, that that area 
of the world became known as Uniped¬ 
land and was avoided. Also, that was 
the last expedition ever sent out by the 
Norsemen in the hopes of colonizing 
Vineland. 

This incident can be found in any 
version of Eric the Red r s Saga, 
although a particularly good account 
of it can be found in an excellent and 
easily readable book, Westviking, by 
Farley Mowat. It is a fine account of 
the dealings of the Norsemen in North 
America. Unipeds are a subject which 
most books and authorities on Norse 
sagas and history tend to ignore, 
probably because nobody has explain¬ 
ed what they are. However, this isn't 
the first time an aspect of the ancient 
astronaut theory has been shrugged 
off. 

Getting away from unipeds, but 
sticking with the Norse, it is interesting 
to notice how they relate to the famous 
“Flying God Tr theme, found through¬ 
out history so often. Before adopting 
Christianity, the pagan Scandinavians 
were a people who worshipped many 
deities, gods of the sea, the land and 
the sky. In the times before they 
became a powerful seafaring nation, 
none of their gods had any real 
prominence, although Odin, the God 
of War, was known. After the Norse 
became reknowned travelers, Thor, 
the sky god, became the most import¬ 
ant deity to whom everyone pledged his 
faith. Thor was the controller of 
thunder and lightning and was famous 
for his immense power. Although he 
lived in the sky, he himself couldn't fly 
but traveled about in a sky vehicle, 
usually a chariot. This symbol, the 
hammer, became a very common 
Norse insignia and is found engraved 
on jewelry, gravestones and anything 
throughout the Norse dominions. It 
seems strange that a people so deeply 
involved with the seas should choose a 
god of the sky, rather than of the 
oceans, to dedicate themselves so 
wholeheartedly to. Perhaps they had a 
good reason for their belief, one better 
than we give them credit for. It would 
seem that some form of extra¬ 
terrestrials had made a dramatic 
impression on the early Norse people. •

now, but the climate changed and 
most of the planet became a desert. In 
order to keep their civilization intact, 
the Martians had to build large canals 
which brought water from the polar 
regions to the other areas of the 
planet* NASA scientists today agree 
with Dr, Lowell's theory that the 
planet was once wetter than at the 
present time, but they disagree with 
his observations of the planet. At any 
rate, it would have required a tremen¬ 
dous technology to build canals thou¬ 
sands of miles long with the ability to 
pump millions of tons of water 
through them each year. 

Here is a description of the canal 
system which Dr, Lowell wrote for the 
1911 edition of the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica: 

“Owing to inadequate atmospheric 
advantages generally, much misap¬ 
prehension exists as to the definiteness 
with which the surface of Mars is seen 
under good conditions. In steady air 
the canals are perfectly distinct lines, 
not unlike the Fraunhofer ones of the 
Spectrum, pencil lines or gossamer 
filaments according to size. All the 
observers at Flagstaff concur in this. 
The photographs of them taken 
there also confirm it up to the limit of 
their ability. Careful experiments by 
the same observators on artifical lines 
show that if the canals had breaks 
amounting to 16 miles across, such 
breaks would be visible. None are; 
while the lines themselves are thou¬ 
sands of miles long and perfectly 
straight. Between expert observers 
representing the planet at the same 
epoch the accordance is striking; dif¬ 
ferences in drawings are differences of 
time and are due to seasonal and secu¬ 
lar changes in the planet itself. These 
seasonal changes have been carefully 
followed at Flagstaff, and the law 
governing them detected. They arc 
Found to depend upon the melting of 
the polar caps. After the melting is 
under way the canals next to the cap 
proceed to darken, and the darkening 
thence progresses regularly down the 
latitudes. Twice this happens every 
Martian year, first from one cap and 
then six Martian months later from 
the other. The action reminds one of 
the quickening of the Nile valley after 
the melting of the snows in Abyssinia; 
only with planet wide rhythm. Some of 
(Please turn page) 
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the canals are paired. The pheno¬ 
menon is peculiar to certain canals, 
for only about one-tenth of the whole 
number, 56 out of 585, ever show 
double and these do so regularly. 
Each double has its special width; this 
width between the pair being 400 
miles in some cases, only 75 in others. 
Careful plotting has disclosed the fact 
that the doubles cluster round the 
planet's equator, rarely pass 40 
degrees Lat., and never occur at the 
poles, though the planet's axial tilt 
reveals all its latitudes to us in turn. 
They are thus features of those lati¬ 
tudes where the surface is greatest 
compared with the area of the polar 
cap, which is suggestive. At the junc¬ 
tions of the canals are small, dark 
round spots, which also wax and w>ane 
with the seasons/* 

The canals on Mars were first 
observed by astronomers in 1877. 
Professor Lowell was the first 
astronomer to accurately plot and 
photograph them. Although he was 
accused of suffering from illusions at 
the time, he was able to convince the 
editors of Scientific American (August 
5, 1905) that the canals existed: 

'The astronomical importance of 
the feat of photographing the canals 
can hardly be overestimated. A hot 
controversy may now be considered 
definitely settled—a controversy in 
which most of the eminent 
astronomers^of the world have taken 
part, either in absolutely denying the 
existence of Martian canals, or in 
advocating not only their existence, 
but also in regarding them as 
evidences of life on a neighboring 
world/ 1 

In the July 13, 1907 edition of this 
scientific magazine, the editors 
attacked the theory, which is still ac¬ 
cepted today, that the canals were illu¬ 
sions: 41 Professor Lowell devotes an 
entire chapter {of his book) to the 
photographing of the canals, a Feat for 
which the photographer deserves all 
praise, inasmuch as it disposes forever 
of any theory based upon the supposi¬ 
tion that the canals are optical illu¬ 
sions induced by eye-strain or the 
like.” 

Nature, the world famous British 
scientific publication, also accepted 
his observations about the Martian 
canals. In the November 10, 1910 
issue, the British astronomer James 
H. Worthington confirmed the exis¬ 
tence of these canals through his own 
observations. 

In 1915 Professor Lowell was able to 
convince Dr. William Pickering of the 
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Harvard Observatory, one of the 
greatest astronomers of that period, 
that a Martian civilization existed. In 
the September 18, 1915 issue of Scien¬ 
tific American, Dr. Pickering wrote 
an article stating that the Martians 
demonstrated a tremendous tech¬ 
nology by building and operating the 
canal system. He estimated that it 
required 2,5 billion horse-power or 
4000 times the energy generated by 
Niagara Falls to pump the water from 
the poles to the other parts of the 
planet. 

In 1916 the first serious attempt to 
discredit Dr, Lowell started when the 
British Astronomical Association 
accused him of suffering from illu¬ 
sions when he saw the canals through 
a telescope. Scientific American 
attacked the British in the February 
12, ,1916 edition because the photo¬ 
graphs of the canals proved they were 
not illusions. 

From 1916 until the early 1960s the 
scientific establishment was divided 
over the existence of the canals. While 
many astronomers claimed they were 
optical illusions, others still main¬ 
tained that they actually existed. An 
article which appeared in the July 31, 
1954 edition of Science News Letter 
described a more recent sighting: 
l The Martian Canals look like ‘con¬ 
tinuous streaks* on the red planet's 
surface. Dr. H, Percy Wilkins, fellow 
of the Royal Astronomical Society and 
world authority on the moon, told 
Science Service. ‘With that instru¬ 
ment* (60 inch reflector), he said, *1 
saw the so-called canals distinctly/ 
National Geographic Magazine 
published an article written by E.C, 
Slipher of the Low r ell Observatory in 
its September 1955 edition. Dr. Sli¬ 
pher said he photographed the Thoth 
Canal, which was first observed by Dr. 
Lowell in 1907 but not successfully 
photographed until 1954, Sky and 
Telescope, the official magazine of the 
Harvard Observatory, was so sure that 
the canals existed that it published an 
article in November 1953 telling 
astronomers how to pilotograph them 
successfully. The professors at 
Harvard agreed with Lowells descrip¬ 
tion of the canals: 

“To be photographed, the canals of 
course must be present, and this 
depends on the martian season. From 
what we know now, the canal system 
depends most closely on the seasons of 
the southern hemisphere, but to what 
degree it is connected with the north¬ 
ern seasons we are still in doubt. Very 
few canals are visible during the south 


Martian late summer, autumn and 
winter. They first appear satisfactorily 
about Martian April 1 (northern style 
season) and by the middle of June 
little is left of them," 

Although thousands of photographs 
have been taken of the canal system, 
six U.S. Martian space missions did 
not record any trace of this system. 
Dr. Carl Sagan, the famous Cornell 
astronomer who has attacked anybody 
who has seen UFOs or who believes in 
Eric von Daniken*s ancient astro¬ 
nauts, is one of the^scientists in charge 
of (he Viking program. In an article 
entitled “The Canals of Mars: An 
Assessment After Mariner 9/* which 
was published in his scientific journal 
Icarus (Vol, 25, 1975, p. 602), Dr. 
Sagan accused Dr. Lowell and the 
other astronomers who have seen or 
photographed the canals of suffering 
from hallucinations: 

‘‘The vast majority of the canals 
appear to be largely self-generated by 
the visual observers of the canal 
school, and stand as monuments to 
the imprecision of the human eye- 
brain-hand system under difficult 
observing conditions.” 

Since Dr. Sagan is not a psychia¬ 
trist, he has no right to make such 
slanderous charges against his fellow 
astronomers. Of course he had trouble 
in his article explaining why the 
members of “the canal school” did 
not sec canals on the other planets. By 
denying the existence of the canals, 
Dr. Sagan is the one who is presenting 
illusions to the American public. 

For years there have been rumors 
that NASA has suppressed 
photographs from is space missions. 
For example, only a few hundred 
photographs have been released to the 
public from the more than 8000 taken 
by Mariner 9. The fact that the Mar¬ 
tian canal system did not appear in the 
“official” photographs shows that 
NASA, an agency which has direct 
links to the Pentagon, is conducting a 
form of censorship. 

Another indication of this censor¬ 
ship program-is that NASA is trying to 
hide (he fact that a large part of Mars 
turns green ever}- year. Dr. Lowell said 
that these extensive green areas, 
which change with the Martian sea¬ 
sons, definitely proved that vegetation 
exists on the planet. Since the canals 
feed water from the polar areas to 
these green areas, then this vegetation 
has to be artifically cultivated. The 
fact that Mars changed colors every 
year was accepted by the scientific 
establishment from 1659 until the 


early 1960s. None of the Mariners or 
Vikings showed any green colors on 
that planet. 

Astronomers started to take high 
quality color photographs of Mars in 
the 1950s and these showed the green 
regions in vivid detail. An article which 
appeared in the September 1955 edition 
of National Geographic Magazine en¬ 
titled “New Light on The Changing Face 
of Mars" showed one of these color 
photographs. The article described how 
a new green area of over 200,000 
square miles had suddenly appeared on 
the planet, the largest such area seen by 
astronomers in 125 years. This new 
area showed that the Martians were ex¬ 
panding their cultivated lands, which 
could mean that their population was 
increasing at an alarming rate. 

In order to ,attack Professor Lo* 
well's theory of a Martian civilization, 
some astronomers have claimed that 
these color changes were caused by 
chemical changes in the soil and not 
from vegetation. However, the Novem¬ 
ber 2, 1957 edition of Science News 
Letter reported definite evidence that 
these green regions contained vegeta¬ 
tion: 

“Spectroscopic studies of Mars 
made in 1956 when the red planet 
was dose to the earth, show there 
is matter on Mars absorbing 
the same wavelengths of radiant 
energy as some forms of plant life 
on earth. Dr, William M. Sinton, 
presently at Loweli Observatory, 
Flagstaff, Arizona, said this matter 
is L,.organic and regenerative, 
that is, living and reproducing.* " 
According to the May 30, 1964 
edition of the same magazine, Dr. Carl 
Sagan was also convinced by this 
overwhelming evidence that Mars 
changed colors: 

“As the polar cap shrinks during 
the Martian summer, water vapor 
is released into the atmosphere 
and carried toward the planet’s 
equator, 

“At this time, a wave of dark¬ 
ening moves acoss the dark areas, 
explained Dr. Carl Sagan of Har¬ 
vard University and the Smith¬ 
sonian Astrophysical Observatory, 
Cambridge, Mass. 

“This wave of darkening might 
be the growth of Martian micro¬ 
organisms as they receive the 
vital water vapor, Dr. Sagan 
summarized as the views express¬ 
ed by 35 scientists...at a meet¬ 
ing held in Cambridge, Mass, 
early this year," 

It is interesting that Dr, Sagan agreed 


with some of the observations of 
Dr. Lowell 12 years ago. Earlier in his 
career, even he believed that Mars 
changed colors and these colors were 
related to the growth of vegetation. 

Besides the green areas on Mars, 
the color photographs of the planet, also 
showed a blue atmosphere around the 
planet. Dr, E.C Slipher’s photographs 
in National Geographic show ed part of 
this blue atmosphere. Again, our Mar¬ 
tian space probes, including the Vikings, 
did not show a blue atmosphere, 
which would have indicated the presence 
of a large amount of oxygen. The Viking 
photographs of the Martian sky show 
pinkish-orange colors reflecting the 
colors of the soil. This is another 
example how the officials in NASA 
ate trying to present illusions to the 
public. 

Along with the blue sky, Dr. Lowell 
was able to get spectrometer readings 
of the Martian atmosphere which 
showed a tremendous amount of oxygen 
and water vapor. He published his 
findings in the April 30, 1908 issue of 
Nature. Immediately, other scientists 
claimed that his readings were wrong 
and the Martian atmosphere contained 
mostly carbon dioxide, NASA scientists 
tell us today that the Martian atmos¬ 
phere consists of 95 percent carbon 
dioxide and less than .1 percent 
oxygen. These scentists received another 
big surprise when Viking I reported 
“,,,15 times more oxygen than could be 
accounted for either by the Martian 
atmosphere or by impurities in the 
predominantly carbon dioxide test 
atmosphere that supplemented the 
"native* air. Twenty-four hours later, a 
second reading showed an additional 
30 percent oxygen rise" (Science News, 
August 7, 1976). The scientists refused 
to accept that this oxygen was coming 
from the soil. If they admitted that a 
large amount of oxygen existed in the 
atmosphere, then these scientists would 
also have to admit that higher forms of 
life could also exist on the planet. 

The Final piece of evidence which 
shows that a civilization could exist 
on Mars is the amount of water found 
on the planet. We are told by the space 
agency that there is a very small amount 
of water in the atmosphere (only a few 
parts per million), but a large amount of 
water Frozen on the polar caps. On the 
other hand, Dr. Lowell and the other 
early astronomers starting in 1869 found 
a large amount of water in the planet’s 
atmosphere. He reported in the April 
30, 1908 edition of Nature that the 
Martian atmosphere contained 1,75 
times more water than the earth ? s 


atmosphere. The scentific publications 
in 1908 and 1909 confirmed that his 
spectrometer readings were accurate: 
"...it is difficult to see how carbon 
dioxide is able to produce the intensi¬ 
fication of the water-vapor bands in the 
spectrum of the planet’s atmosphere" 
(Nature, March 12, 1908), 

It is hard to believe that the polar 
caps of Mars, which contain millions 
of tons of water, do not release a tre¬ 
mendous amount of water into the 
atmosphere each year when they melt, 
NASA admitted on September 20, 1976 
that the Viking orbiter has shown 
“,,,that the air over the region just 
south of the north pole cap is very 
moist by Martian standards. This 
may be from water evaporating as the 
cap melts and retreats” (The New York 
Times). If the water vapor from the ice 
caps is affecting the atmosphere above 
the poles, then this water vapor should 
also be found in the atmosphere above 
the other regions of the planet. This 
appears to be another attempt by the 
space agency to distort the truth about 
the Martian environment. 

A review of the scientific literature 
since the turn of this century shows 
that this advanced Martian civilization 
not only existed, but it has been trying 
to make contact with the earth. The 
first documented attempt at such a 
communication was recorded in the 
May 8, 1909 edition of Scientific Amer¬ 
ican: “,,,since the historic flashes from 
Mars were received some years ago,,, 
and which were promptly interpreted 
by Telsa and some exuberantly imag¬ 
inative scientists as attempts by a 
hypothetical race of Martians to 
communicate with the earth..." Although 
this magazine tried to attack the idea 
that these flashes were a form of 
communication, many of the world’s 
top astronomers, including William 
Pickering of Harvard, believed that 
these signals were attempts to com¬ 
municate with us. Dr. Pickering and 
other astronomers wrote articles in 
the May 15, May 29 and June 5, 
1909 editions of Scientific American 
proposing different methods of con¬ 
tacting the Martians, 

These flashes were seen up to 1967 
by astronomers all over the world, but 
they were interpreted in the 1960s' 
as coming from volcanoes or reflections 
of the sun off the Martian atmosphere. 
It is interesting that scientists said in 
the April 10. 1954 issue of Science News 
Letter that the light of the first hy¬ 
drogen bomb test could not be seen 
from Mars. If the light of a fusion

explosion could not be seen over the mil¬ 
lion miles of space, then it is doubt¬ 
ful that nature could be causing these 
flashes. The Martians were probably 
using high intensity laser beams to 
communicate with the earth just as our 
scientists are bouncing laser beams off 
the surface of the moon. Perhaps these 
moon experiments are really designed 
to make contact with the Martians or 
other civilizations in space* 

According to the February 14, 1920 
edition of Scientific American, the 
Martians made a second attempt to 
communicate with the earth when 
Marconi, the inventor of the radio 
and one of the world's top electronic 
engineers at the time, reported re¬ 
ceiving radio signals from Mars, On 
March 20, 1920 this magazine publish¬ 
ed an article entitled "What Shall 
We Say to Mars,” which described 
how we should communicate to the 
Martians. The article showed television 
pictures which were going to be beamed 
to the planet These images closely 
resembled the pictures sent to the 
other side of the galaxy several years 
ago from the giant radio telescope lo¬ 
cated in Puerto Rico* 

The third report of Martians trying 
to communicate with us appeared in 
the January 1926 edition of the same 
magazine in a letter written by Dr* 
Pickering of Harvard entitled “Curious 
Geometric Figures Appearing Upon 
Mars." This famous astronomer said 
that he observed new geometrical 
figures on the Martian surface re¬ 
sembling crosses! circles and other 
figures which, he believed, were at¬ 
tempts by the Martians to make 
contact. He also said that the Martian 
civilization was over 10,000 years old, 
and we should make an attempt to con¬ 
tact them in a similar manner* 

Although the scientists were making 
a number of experiments throughout 
the years to contact the Martians, the 
results of these attempts were never 
made public. The UFO problem, which 
began in the 1940s, could indicate that 
the scientists achieved sonic success 
in these experiments. Some or all of 
these unidentified vehicles could be 
coming From the red planet. 

The main problem in this contro¬ 
versy is w r hy NASA and the scientific 
establishment are trying to suppress 
the evidence of an advanced Martian 
civilization* The UFO nightmare could 
be part of the reason for their attitude. 
However, there is a more basic reason 
for their attempts to fool the public, 
A number of letters and articles which 
appeared in the scientific magazines from 
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1905 until the 1920s complained that 
the theory of Darwinian evolution was 
in danger with the reports of a Mar¬ 
tian civilization* According to Darwin¬ 
ism, life began accidentally in the 
oceans millions of years ago and the 
only reason why humans exist on this 
planet is because of accidental muta¬ 
tions caused by the environment* It is 
statistically impossible that two civili¬ 
zations could accidentally develop in 
the same solar system at approximately 
the same rime* Although NASA scien¬ 
tists agree that there are millions of 
planets, out of billions in our gal¬ 
axy, which have developed intelligent 
life, they could not apply the same 
evolutionary principles to two of the 
planets in our solar system* 

If the scientists admitted that intelli¬ 
gent life existed on Mars, they would 
also have to agree that both the 
Earth and Mars had to be colonized 
by civilizations outside our solar system. 
Such an admission would seriously 
damage the present scientific and 
academic establishments because they 
are entirely based on Darwinian evolu¬ 
tionary concepts* The Ph.D. system, 
which is the basis of the university 
system, could become meaningless and 
thousands of professors and scientists

origin since they had not been seen 
by other telescopes as powerful as 
Hall’s telescope which ultimately did see 
them. Ziegei suggested that the objects 
had been put into orbit only a few 
months or years before Hall discov¬ 
ered them—and that therefore an ad¬ 
vanced Martian civilization was still 
flourishing! 

The Mariner and Viking probes to 
Mars have observed Phobos at close 
range and have provided unexpected 
new data about the object. One mystery 
was cleared up. More were presented 
in its place. 

Despite the seemingly unarguable 
steps of Shklovskiy's logic, the Mariner 
9 results in 1971 and 1972 have 
shown a disappointed world that Phobos 
looks exactly as a natural object should 
look. Shaped somewhat like a "diseased 
potato,” and covered with billions of 
years,worth of meteorite craters, Phobos 
is in the words of one Mariner 
scientist “a vei7 cleverly disguised 
spaceship," 

But if Phobos is not a spaceship, 
it is a very dark object. Mariner showed 


who hold high paying jobs would be 
in danger of losing their lucrative 
occupations. 

Therefore, Dr* Carl Sagan has to 
accuse Dr, Lowell of suffering from 
delusions just as he publicly called Eric 
von Daniken a liar when it came 
to his theory of the ancient astronauts. 
If Dr* Lowell were alive today it is 
doubtful that Dr, Sagan would deny 
the reality of a Martian civilization. 
Because he was a scientist with such 
an incredible reputation for honesty 
and high professional standards, he 
never would allow NASA to present such 
lies to the public.

In the 
end it will be the American taxpayers 
who will have to pay the bill for these

in the back issues of scientific maga¬ 
zines located in any large public 
library! © 


that the albedo (reflectivity) of Dcimos 
and Phobos is very low, about as low 
as any other objects in the solar 
system. This darkness led astronomers 
to underestimate their size by several 
factors, leading them to postulate a 
false estimate for the natural effects 
which might have accounted for the 
secular acceleration* 

Professional astronomers had always 
been both intrigued and skeptical of 
Shklovskiy's theory because it was a 
negative theory. Shklovskiy said that 
Phobos must be hollow because no 
other theory could possibly explain the 
secular acceleration. But as Mariner 
revealed, Earth’s scientists had not 
been playing with a full deck* There 
were more facts about Phobos to 
learn, and there were some facts about 
Phobos which were plain wrong. 

When the secular acceleration was 
recomputed by American and Soviet 
astronomers in the 1970s, it turned out 
to have been about half as great as 
Shklovskiy had assumed. And, based 
on the* new figures for the size of 
Phobos and the true “geoid” {or 
gravity potential) of Mars, the calcula¬ 
tions showed that the secular acceler¬ 
ation was entirely within natural limits. 



Phobos was behaving like a natural 
satellite ought to behave after all. 

But if you think the mystery of 
Phobos has been solved, guess again! 
The universe rarely gives up a good 
mystery' and see ms to delight in answer¬ 
ing one enigma with an even bigger 
riddle. For when Viking cameras were 
turned on Phobos in 1976, they showed 
features on the surface which were 
entirely unsuspected and at First com¬ 
pletely baffling. Phobos, it turned out, 
did not look the way astronomers 
expected a natural object should after 
all! 

The gravity of Phobos is very weak, 
perhaps several orders of magnitude 
less than that of Earth, A hammer 
dropped from the hand of an astronaut 
on Phobos would take half a minute 
to reach the ground. A hammer thrown 
very hard by the same astronaut 
might fly away from Phobos and 
never impact again—it would have 
achieved escape velocity by muscle 
power alone! 

With these facts in mind* astrono¬ 
mers expected that craters on Phobos 
would have been simple holes in the 
side of the moonlet. Pieces of Phobos 
blasted into space by these impacts 
would have flown away and never re¬ 
turned. On the moon* Mars and Mer¬ 
cury, the impact debris falls back to the 
ground* causing unique “secondary 
craters/ 1 The crater rims slump 
inwards because of planetary' gravity. 
Long ray systems are created by mater* 
ial falling back. None of these features, 
of course, were expected on a world 
with gravity as weak as that of Phobos, 

But they were there! Features like 
secondary craters, like central peaks, 
like ray systems were plainly visible in 
the photos. Even more enigmatic were 
parallel lines grooved into the surface 

of Phobos, The lines ran over hills 
and down into craters and up out 
again across the entire visible face. The 
furrows, deeper than the postulated 
rubble layer on the planetoid, must 
have been incised into solid rock. 
They ran parallel to the plane of the 
moonlet’s orbit around Mars. 

Faced with nature’s way of proving 
their theories wrong, the space scientists 
went back and recomputed their Figures. 
Lo and behold, they had overlooked 
one factor! When debris was smashed 
free from Phobos by a meteor impact, 
it escaped from Phobos but it usually i 
remained in orbit around Mars, since 
the escape velocity from Mars from 
the orbit of Phobos was a hundred times 
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higher than the escape velocity from 
Phobos alone. Hence the debris would 
circle Mars near Phobos for centuries 
but would ultimately collide with Phobos 
again, causing many of the unexpected 
secondary features. 

But what about the grooves? And 
what about the puzzle of the origin of 
the satellites? To answer these questions 
scientists had to target the Viking 1 
arbiter closer to Phobos, passing within 
30 miles of its surface early in 1977. 
The photographs sent back by Viking, 
together with the amount of the de¬ 
flection of its trajectory caused by 
the weak gravity of Phobos, allowed 
Mars experts to calculate the moonlet's 
density and surface material. The 
photos, which showed objects as small 
as a few feet in size, helped explain the 
mysterious streaks—and were of course 
destined to open up even deeper myster¬ 
ies. 

Late in February 1977, the Viking 
1 Mars Orbiter was sent on a series 
of close flyby passes of the mysterious 
Mars moonlet Earlier photos late in 
1976 had revealed the existence of the 
strange"striations” on the surface of 
Phobos and then space geologists 
wanted a closer look. 

The spacecraft sent back several 
hundred images of the satellite taken 
on half a dozen passes. During the 
same period, the small course changes 
induced by the weak gravity of Phobos 
were measured, allowing scientists to 
calculate the density—and thus, type 
of material—of the moonlet. 

Both investigations uncovered even 
more surprising data than had been 
received before. The mass of Phobos 
was low, almost lower than either of 
the two prime theories of its compost* 
tion {but not low enough to make it 
hollow, as Shklovskiy had ventured). 
The surface of Phobos was marked by 
more of the odd features which had 
teased scientists when the first glimpses 
of Phobos had been sent back months 
before. 

According to preliminary estimates, 
Phobos has a density of about two grams 
per cubic centimeter, twice that of water. 
This is, according to one bemused 
scientist, about that same as that of 
a real potato (only jokingly had the 
same scientist originally remarked that 
Phobos looked like "a diseased po¬ 
tato”)! But combined with the sur¬ 
face color and reflective properties, this 
reading suggests strongly that Phobos 
(and Deimos as well) are composed of 
a material called carbonaceous chon* 
drite, a material which only can form 
in the asteroid belt, far from Mars. 

Had Phobos been of basaltic (and 
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hence denser) composition, space geo¬ 
logists were prepared to assume that 
it was a leftover hunk of matter which 
had been formed near Mars at the 
beginning ol' the solar system five billion 
years ago. But since it now seems that 
it consists of carbonaceous chondrite (a 
material which consists of about 10 
percent organic molecules of hydrogen, 
carbon, nitrogen and oxygen) the only 
viable theory calls for the two moon- 
lets to have been captured by Mars 
eons ago. How they wound up in nearly 
circular, nearly equatorial orbits re¬ 
mains a puzzle. 

An even greater puzzle was waiting 
on the surface of Phobos itself, where 
the strange striations were replaced 
by even stranger structures: furrows 
and channels whose origin has now 
baffled the scientists. Many of the 
features appear to be classical "sec¬ 
ondary impact features,” common on 
the moon and Mercury but thought to 
have been impossible on a world with 
almost no gravity to pull back the 
fragments from a primary collision 
crater. But there they are all over the 
photographs! 

The channels themselves seem to 
have been plowed into the landscape, 
several hundred feet wide and thousands 
of feet long (they usually go out of the 
photo at both sides). They often have 
raised rims, seem to be temporarily 
interrupted by craters and show little 
regard for the slope of the terrain they 
are crossing. One scientist asked 
humorously, "So where is Paul Bunyon 
and his giant ox Babe? He must have 
done this plowing. Colleagues did not 
appreciate the joke. 

All of Phobos appears to be covered 
with a debris layer (termed a "rego- 
lith 1 *)several hundred feet thick, with 
the consistency of a frozen marshmallow. 
No bare rock can be seen. Billions of 
years of impacts have been smashing 
the surface to rubble and throwing it 
about. Larger impacts even seem 
to have knocked chunks off the moon 
entirely. 

This is one possible explanation. 
Impacts not large enough to disinte¬ 
grate the moonlet may have fractured 
the core, opening cracks into which 
the regolitb debris sifted. On the surface, 
only the linear slumping was visible, 
forming the channels which billions of 
years later were to baffle earthmen. 

Alternately, the channels may ac¬ 
tually have been gouged by fragments 
which slid across the surface following 
an impact. Sometimes these pieces can 
indeed he seen at the ends of the 
grooves—but not often. 


Phobos may be the archetype of all 
of the asteroids, millions of which circle 
the sun between Mars and Jupiter. So 
the Viking Mars probes have provided 
as a bonus our first look at the processes 
which shape the smallest members of 
the solar system—and the look has 
revealed many surprises. Phobos un¬ 
doubtedly has more in store for space 
explorers of the future. 

Phobos, of course, is only one strange 
world in a strange and fascinating solar 
system. The more scientists learn the 
more they understand—but the more 
mysteries they find. Other satellites 
are enigmas: Amalthea of Jupiter, 
thought by some to have been an 
interstellar ark parked by alien travel¬ 
ers; Iapatus of Saturn, six times as 
bright on one hemisphere as on the 
other; Triton of Neptune, almost as big 
as a planet, traveling in an even and 
regular orbit except in the wrong 
directon; the outer moons of Jupiter, 
probably caputred asteroids, flying back 
and forth in random and highly eccen* 
trie orbits; the Trojan planets, small 
worlds which follow Jupiter’s orbit 
around the sun but which pace the 
giant world both ahead of it and behind 
it, natural demonstrations of a theorem 
of pure mathematics. and last but not 
least, Titan of Saturn, a Mars-sized 
world with an atmosphere like that 
which gave birth to fife on Earth 
and a temperature far higher than it 
ought to be. 

Do not mourn for the lost mysteries 
of Phobos 1 Do not lose hope for the un¬ 
expected and the unexplainable! As 
J.B.S. Haldane once joked, "The uni¬ 
verse is not only stranger than we 
imagine, it is stranger than we can 
imagine,” The moons of the solar 
system echo that aphorism and chal¬ 
lenge us with new mysteries with 
every new- discovery'. Space exploration 
has become one of the most intellec¬ 
tually exciting exercises in human 
experience, 4

motely resembles an arbitrary system 
is found elsewhere in nature. 

We can find examples of highly 
advanced communication systems 
among the lower animals. Bees, for 
example, “dance" in a highly struc¬ 
tured way which tells other bees not 
only how far away a source of nectar is 
located, but also its direction. They 
even have ways to comment on the 
quality of the nectar. It is well known 
that dolphins and whales communi¬ 
cate by a sophisticated system of clicks 
and whistles which the scientific fra¬ 
ternity is still at a loss to understand, 
despite more than two decades of in¬ 
tense study. Wild primates, notably 
baboons and chimpanzees, have an 
elaborate system of gestures and 
vocalizations not unlike those used by 
humans when they talk or communi¬ 
cate through "body language,' 1 In 
fact, primatologists have recently sue* 
ceeded in teaching a chimp to “talk," 
using a specially designed set of sym¬ 
bols. 

Indeed, a great many characteris¬ 
tics of human language can be found 
in animal communication systems, 
but these systems arc vastly inferior to 
human language. Experts have pro¬ 
posed sixteen design features of human 
language. The interesting thing about 
it is that most of these characteristics 
are found in animal languages, but 
any one species only possesses a few of 
them. The unique thing about 
humans is that they possess all of 
them, a feat unparalleled in the 
animal kingdom. Evolution has 
accounted for the various communica¬ 
tion systems available to animals, but 
it is extremely unlikely that the 
random selective pressures which 
created them could have brought 
about the incredibly complex form of 
human communication unaided by 
some guiding force. 

Recently scientists have succeeded 
in reconstructing the vocal apparatus 
of Neanderthal man by studying fos¬ 
sils with the aid of a computer. The 
results show that Neanderthal simply 
did not have the necessary physiolo¬ 
gical structure to produce what we 
know' as human language. Only Homo 
sapiens does, who just suddenly 
appeared on the face of the earth some 
40,000 years ago, as different from 
Neanderthal as Neanderthal was from 
A ustralopithecus . 

Anthropologists and linguists have 
long claimed that evidence of tool¬ 
making is sufficient proof that earlier 


hominids possessed language. But (his 
is not necessarily the case. In still ex¬ 
tant stone age cultures tool-making, 
one of the most important aspects of 
their existence, is not taught with 
words. Rather, the children learn by 
imitation, and not a word is spoken in 
the entire process. 

The faulty conclusion that humans 
have been able to talk for hundreds of 
thousands of years is further based on 
the assumption that we need a lan¬ 
guage in order to think. The reasoning 
goes that if you need a language to 
think, and if you need to think in 
order to make tools, you therefore 
need a language to make tools. But 
the work of child psychologist Jean 
Piaget has shown that children 
develop the ability to think indepen¬ 
dent of and prior to their acquisition 
of language. It is true that we do most 
of our conscious thinking in terms of 
language, but the evidence is that 
language depends on the ability to 
think, not the other way around as 
was previously supposed. 

Anthropologists further claim that 
humans developed their unique abili¬ 
ties as a good "survival strategy," 
Supposedly a system of vocal 
communication like language aided 
them in group hunting activities. 
Apparently they would shout 
instructions at one another while 
hunting, informing the other 
members of the group of the location 
of their prey. If you think that this is a 
good way to hunt, get a bunch of your 
friends and charge around the woods 
yelling at each other sometime. I 
guarantee you won't even see a wild 
animal, much less get close enough to 
kill one. 

Wolves, on the other hand, are 
totally silent when they hunt, and they 
communicate with each other by vary¬ 
ing the position of their tails. No one 
will argue that wolves are among 
nature's most efficient hunters. Theo¬ 
retically they faced the same “selective 
pressures” as early humans, but they 
have learned that silence is the best 
way, at least when you're hunting. 

The enormous sudden increase in 
the size of human brains and the asso¬ 
ciated rise in linguistic and cognitive 
abilities supposedly enabled early 
humans to learn from their mistakes 
and to improve their existence. But 
did it actually happen this way? Only 
recently has the quality of life on this 
planet significantly improved, despite 
the fact that humans have sported 
large brains for over 500,000 years. 
Would science have us believe that for 
f Please turn page) 
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hundreds of thousands of years people 
lived hardly better than brutes, and 
then suddenly they just up and started 
scribbling things down and living in 
cities? Are we to believe that civiliza¬ 
tion as we know it is the result of an 
interminable series of imperceptible 
biological changes, not represented in 
the fossil record, which suddenly all 
fell into place and enabled humans to 
start talking and building civiliza¬ 
tions, seemingly all at once? 

For this must have been the way it 
happened. The first hard evidence we 
have of human language coincides 
with that of the first civilizations, yet 
science refuses to take this evidence at 
face value. Theories that humans have 
had language for a long time simply 
do not conform to the available data. 
These theories postulate hypothetical 
data manufactured in order to make 
the lovely equations come out the right 
way. Certainly a stimulating mental 
exercise, but it is not science. 

The human vocal tract is a super- 
efficient acoustic resonating chamber, 
capable of produeng hundreds of dis¬ 
tinctive sounds used in human speech. 
But it docs so at the expense of respir¬ 
atory efficiency. This is the reason we 
run out of breath more easily than 
animals, and this is why we have the 
dubious distinction of being able to 
choke on a bone caught in our wind¬ 
pipe. When a dog chokes, the'foreign 
matter is lodged in his esophagous, 
not his trachea. The dog's are not 
connected, as they are in humans, 
who can choke on something caught 
in either place. This is hardly a favor¬ 
able mutation to the hunting carni¬ 
vore the fossil record tells us early man 
was. If the circumstances of our 
prehistory were actually the way tradi¬ 
tional theories claim, then humans 
would have evolved in a very different 
way. 

And in fact they did, up until about 
40,000 years ago, ; an era marked by 
the emergence of Homo sapiens, 
whom some scholars claim should be 
renamed Homo verhosis , 41 talkative 
man," It is an era also marked by evi¬ 
dence of intense alien activity on 
earth. Studies of fossils from earlier 
periods show that earlier humans had 
massive jaws and thickly muscled 
tongues, better suited to cracking 
bones than to the subtle interplay of 
jaw and tongue that occurs when we 
speak. And this is only one of many 
language-specific biological features 
of humans for which there is no 
previous form in the fossil record. 

It is extremely unlikely that the 
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drastic changes in humans that were 
the biological prerequisites could have 
come about in any other way than 
direct alien intervention in the process. 
Certainly no account which includes 
any notion of natural selection can 
explain the radical changes which 
suddenly occurred 40,000 years ago* 
The inescapable conclusion is ignored 
and scorned by the scientific establish¬ 
ment, but there is no other viable ex¬ 
planation. 

It is commonly known that it is 
easier to talk to someone you know 
well than it is to a stranger. The 
communication that takes place be¬ 
tween a mother and her child, or a 
husband and wife* often relies on 
other, much more subtle ways to con¬ 
vey a message, A single word or a 
smile can have more meaning to the 
people involved than an entire book. 

Information Theory, which compu¬ 
ter scientists use in their efforts to 
build a computer that can understand 
human speech, a task in which they 
have been singularly unsuccessful, 
tells us that human language is not 
really a very efficient way to pass 
information. In fact, estimates of 
redundancy in human speech run as 
high as 43 percent. This means that 
almost half of what people say is just 
repetitive noise which has no meaning 
whatsoever. 

If our intimate communication, the 
most important form of communica¬ 
tion between humans, can be seen to 
rely more heavily on body language 
and perhaps a form of telepathy than 
words, and if information can be more 
efficiently passed by other systems, 
then how can we say that language is a 
device for communication among 
humans? Reason is against it. The 
best explanation is that language is a 
device which is not designed for com¬ 
munication among humans. Rather, 
it is designed for use between humans 
and space people. 

It has been convincingly argued 
elsewhere that many of our greatest 
scientific discoveries are the result of 
direct assistance to human scientists 
by aliens. Since all science is essen¬ 
tially an effort to translate the pheno¬ 
menological world into words that can 
be acted upon and used to advance the 
species, the gift of speech must have 
been one of the very first that humans 
received from the star people. 

In terms of its structural design, 
language is a kind of code, not unlike 
the card file system in a library. The 
individual cards, or words, are used 
only as a way to locate information in 


the vast library of our minds. In the 
small hunting and gathering societies 
that early hominids lived in, it simply 
wasn't necessary to have elaborate, 
arbitrary systems like languages. For 
the knowledge that they possessed, a 
much simpler system would have been 
adequate. In small groups where all 
the members are well known to each 
other, logic tells us that some form of 
communicatin other than language 
was the rule. 

It is clear now that evolution cannot 
explain human language. It is a badly 
designed tool for communicatin that 
is, however, ideally suited to reference 
and catalogue a large body of 
information. Such information did 
not exist until recently, and it is hard 
to imagine that the blind forces of 
evolution could have caused produced 
adaptations prior to this stimulus. 

Ancient astronauts certainly pos¬ 
sessed a large body of information, so 
they must have had a flexible and 
arbitrary system like language to 
reference it. It is not hard now to see 
where our language abilities come 
from and what they arc for. For if you 
would give books to a man, you must 
first teach him to read. Extraterres¬ 
trial biologists gave humans their 
speech, not so wc could talk among 
ourselves but so that they could talk to 
us and thus teach us. 

But isn't It logical that a supcrintel- 
ligent race from the stars would com¬ 
municate more efficiently than one 
can with human language? While 
human language is not optimally effi¬ 
cient, it is vastly superior to anything 
terrestrial evolution has managed to 
devise. It is probable that language 
use is quite efficient among the aliens, 
and that our problems are only 
natural considering that we arc using 
an adapted form of a system designed 
for use by intelligences far greater 
than our own. It does not follow that 
what is best for people from space is 
best for people like us. 

But this still doesn't explain why the 
diversities and complexities of 
language require specialists like lin¬ 
guists to sort them out. For if lan¬ 
guage were really a gift from ancient 
astronauts then everyone would speak 
the same language* 

A clue to this puzzle is found in the 
Book of Genesis. Obviously there was 
something about the Tower of Babel 
which was threatening to ancient 
astronauts and caused them to "go 
among men and confound their lan¬ 
guage.” The tower was a structure 
designed to “reach unto heaven." 


This immediately reminds one of a 
giant radio antenna or beacon. 
Was the Tower of Babel some kind of 
device used by ancients to signal the 
heavens? Reason tells us no, otherwise 
the current proliferation of such 
devices on the planet would have 
brought more of a reaction from the 
occupants of UFOs which still circle 
the earth on their unknown missions. 
No, there must have been a greater 
threat than that for the starmen to 
have taken such drastic action. Only a 
starship which would have put 
humans on an equal footing with them 
would cause such retribution.

“A theory with dozens of assumptions 
is not likely to stand the test of 
time," he explains. 

"Another test for the acceptability 
of a theory is the number of major 
questions it answers—the more the 
better. My one major assumption 
permits us to answer many diverse 
questions, such as the source of wives 
for Seth and Cain, the long lives of 
Adam and his first nine descendants, 
the decreasing life span of his next ten 
descendants and the origin of the 
Messiah concept," 

The scientist finds no contradiction 
between the Biblical account of Crea¬ 
tion and at least one major scientific 
theory—the Big Bang—if the Spaceship 
Eden theory is accepted. 

"According to the Big Bang theory 
of creation, currently the most pop¬ 
ular, the universe was created by a 
sudden, tremendous explosion of 
incredibly powerful proportions w'hich 
sent energy and matter hurtling 
through space," Ginsburgh said, 
"After a time, energy and matter 
formed stars and planets. Planets 
cooled, developed oceans and dry land, 
and finally life. This entire process 
took billions of years, 

"The Bible speaks of six days of 
Creation. It doesn't, however, give a 
length for the days. It’s reasonably 
certain that the first three days, at 
least, did not represent earth days, 
because the earth was not formed 
until the third day, when the creation 
of the sun and moon established the 
length of our days, 

"It appears as though the first 
three days applies to another world, 
or at least the view' of one from another 
world. The Bible states that plant life 
appeared on the third day, but the 


As interstellar travel emerges 
from the obscurity of science fiction 
and becomes an increasing possibility 
with our advanced technology, serious 
consideration must be given to pos¬ 
sible consequences of uninformed 
meddling with the forces of the 
universe. 

We'll never know for sure if it 
actually happened this way until the 
day the occupants of UFOs openly 
reveal themselves and instruct us in 
our history and our heritage. Till then 
w r e can only make guesses based on 
the strong evidence we already have. • 


Bible says our sun was not created 
until the fourth day. Plants could not 
have survived on Earth without the sun. 
Therefore the appearance of plant life 
has to refer to a world where the sun 
was already in existence. 

"Genesis says that on the first 
day, God created light—not the sun, 
but light. If the Big Bang theory is 
correct, such a fantastic explosion had 
to fill the entire universe with light. 
On the second day, the Firmament, or 
waters, were separated. Again there is 
no Earth, so there could be no 
waters in the sense we understand. 

“Firmament, or waters, may apply 
to the sea of energy or matter that filled 
space and its separation into suns and 
planets. On the third day, dry land 
appeared, with plant life. The planets 
have cooled enough to support life! 

“If we assume the first three days 
covered approximately 15 billion years, 
the first three days of Creation, as re¬ 
lated in Genesis, coincide perfectly with 
science's view of the evolution of the 
universe, 

"The sequence of the, development 
of life on Earth, as detailed in Genesis— 
life in the oceans, followed by fish and 
fowl, and finally by land animals and 
man—agrees with science again. 

“Science's version of Creation and 
Genesis’ version are so similar that they 
could be talking about the same set of 
events. This means that thousands of 
years ago, the historian who first 
recorded the Creation in Genesis knew 
as much about the details of Creation 
as modern science!" 

» This fact, along with certain super¬ 
natural attributes credited to Adam 
and his descendants by Genesis, Hebrew 
and early Christian legends, and oral 
commentary on the Bible, led him to 
the conclusion that Adam was not 
originally of this Earth. 

“The more important of these were 


the non-decaying bodies and extremely 
long lives of Adam and his 
descendants. These are not human 
attributes," he said. 

“Adam and his kin also had some 
remarkable gadgets, such as the shamir 
—the tool that reportedly cut dia¬ 
monds, and which Solomon used to 
build the Temple, 

! "The Midrash sm (a collection of 
scholarly Jewish commentary on the 
Old Testament) refers to a God-made 
suit of clothes worn by Noah's grand¬ 
son, Nimrod, which made the wear¬ 
er invincible. 

"The Sword of Methusaleh was used 
by Abraham when his small band of 
men vanquished the armies of the 
Five Kings," Ginsburgh added. 

The weightiest evidence supporting 
his theory, however, is a portion from 
legends of the Bible, concerning the 
inhabitants of the Seven Earths. 

"We are told that there are six 
other Earths; that Adam visited the first 
two Earths, and that he bypassed 
the next four on his way to our 
Earth. The word 'Earth' is used to des¬ 
cribe all seven worlds visited by Adam. 

"The section which describes the 
Seven Earths is particularly interesting: 
l When Adam was cast out of 
Paradise, he first reached the lower 
of the Seven Earths. It is dark, without 
a ray of light, and utterly void.' 
If we apply this to our own solar 
system, the terms lowest Earth' and 
'dark' tend to make us think of the 
farthest known planet from the sun, 
Pluto, 

" 'On the second Earth, fight is 
reflected from its own sky,,.the ground 
bears neither wheat nor any of the 
other seven species.' The second 
farthest planet is Neptune. This planet 
is large enough to have an atmosphere 
and thus a sky, and is undoubtedly 
too cold for wheat to grow. 

“ The third Earth receives some 
light from the sun...there is neither 
wheat nor any of the other seven 
species, 1 This implies the planets and 
Adam are getting closer to the sun. 
The next closest planet in our solar 
system is Uranus, which could get some 
light from the sun but, again, is too 
cold to grow wheat. 

“ The fourth and fifth Earths also 
do not have wheat.' These correspond 
to Saturn and Jupiter. The sixth Earth 
lacks water.' This would be Mars 
and the recent Mars flights show that 
that planet has no surface water. 

“ The seventh Earth is the Earth 
inhabited by men.* This is our planet, 
(Continued on next page) 
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the third from the sun, but the seventh 
if one approaches from outer space. 

"Is it mere coincidence that a legend 
thousands of years old speaks of seven 
Earths and that our planet is the 
seventh in the order? Remember that 
the ancients who wrote the legends 
did not have telescopes and could not 
have known about the three farthest 
planets, Uranus, Neptune and Jupiter/' 
said Ginsburgh. 

in fact, Neptune and Pluto were not 
known to science until 150 years ago, 
and Uranus, found in 1781, was the 
first planet discovered with the 
aid of a telescope. 

But what was Adam doing in our 
solar system? 

Ginsburgh says there could be any 
number of reasons. He and Eve could 
have been a colonizing party; they could 
have had another destination but were 
forced to detour when their ship 
developed trouble, or they could have 
been fugitives from their home world. 

Remember the earlier statement 
concerning Adam's visits to the seven 
Earths? "When Adam was cast out of 
Paradise.,/'This could mean that 
Paradise was not on Earth but on 
Adam's home world—or perhaps the 
home world itself. In other words, 
he was probably a fugitive or an exile— 
perhaps even a criminal. < 

Working from references, Ginsburgh 
believes he has a location for “heaven” 
or Paradise, 

"The Bible says God planted the 
Garden of Eden. Therefore, if Eden 
were a spaceship, God must have made 
it. And, if God made it, it had to come 
from where God is located, 

“There are three references which 
link God with a group of several 
hundred stars called the Pleiades, or 
the Seven Sisters, These stars form 
a kind of question mark and are in the 
center of a small cloud of light. They 
are approximately 400 light years away 
from Earth. A light year is approxi¬ 
mately 6 quadrillion miles. 

“One reference in the legends con¬ 
cerns an Earth girl, Istehar, who was 
taught by an angel how to travel to 
heaven. Her fate on arriving there was 
to be placed among the stars of the 
Pleiades. 

“A second reference is found at the 
time of the Great Flood: 4 God removed 
one star from the Pleiades so the waters 
above could flood the Earth/ 

“A third reference in Job (9:8 and 9) 
refers to God* who made the Pleiades. 1 ” 

Although a distance like 2400 qua¬ 
drillion miles boggles our minds, Adam 
could have made the trip in approxi- 
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mately 10 years with a spaceship cap¬ 
able of speeds near that of light 
(186,000 miles per second) and if we 
take into account the lapsed time 
theory, advanced by Einstein, which 
holds that if man travels at speeds 
close to that of light, relative time will 
slow tremendously. 

According to the Bible, Eden con¬ 
tained a Tree of Knowledge and a Tree 
of Life. If Eden w'ere indeed a space¬ 
ship, the Tree of Knowledge must have 
been a computer, and the Tree of Life a 
sophisticated medical device capable of 
not only sustaining health but immor¬ 
tality as well, Ginsburgh feels. 

Although Adam and his immediate 
descendants lived for 900-plus years, 
they may have been capable of even 
longer life, or even immortality, if the 
Tree of Life were in working order. 

A space traveler roaming the universe 
would require extremely long life spans, 
even immortality, and if Adam was 
indeed a space traveler he must have 
had the means to prolong his life for 
vast periods. 

Perhaps a malfunction of the Tree of 
Life is what caused him to make a 
detour to Earth, in hopes of repairing 
it. 

Ginsburgh believes one explanation 
of the Forbidden Fruit is that it was 
really the printout of a computer or 
something to do with a computer, 

"Perhaps Adam tampered with an 
answer or printout, or in some way did 
something to cause a computer to 
malfunction,” he said. 

The source of mates for Adam's sons, 
Seth and Cain, is obvious, if Stone Age 
men were already on Earth when 
Spaceship Eden crashed, according to 
Ginsburgh. 

Genesis says dearly that “the Sons 
of God found the Daughters of Man 
comely and took them for wives.” 
In other words, the sons of Adam cross¬ 
bred with the local population. 

Adam, and especially Eve, may also 
have found the Stone Age people at¬ 
tractive, 

“Legend claims that Cain was the 
offspring of Eve and the Serpent,” said 
Ginsburgh. "Genesis describes the 
Serpent as the closest to Man (Adam) 
of all the animals of the field and that 
he could walk upright on two legs, 

"If this is taken to mean he was a 
male from the Stone Age people, he 
could have come aboard the space¬ 
ship and talked Eve into 'eating the 
apple.' 

“Midrashim states that the bodies of 
Adam and his descendants, born of 
Eve, did not decay. Legends mention 


the non-decay of the bodies of Adam, 
Seth and Abel, but makes no reference 
to Cain. Additional evidence that Cain 
was a cross-breed? 

“Genesis has a curious statement con¬ 
cerning Seth: 'Adam begat a son in his 
own likeness, after his image/ No such 
statement is made about his first-born 
Cain.” 

Having eaten the apple, or having 
had sex with the Serpent, Eve may 
have convinced Adam to try one of the 
Stone Age women, 

"Folklore says the legendary Lilith 
was Adam's first wife. Cross-breeding 
with Stone Age partners by Adam and 
Eve may have been the Original Sin, 
the consequence of which all men 
must share/ 1 Ginsburgh said. 

There was also a great deal of inter¬ 
breeding between members of Adam's 
immediate descendants, even though 
modern biology does not recommend 
inbreeding between close relatives. 

But, having seen the consequences 
of cross-breeding with Stone Age 
people—decaying bodies, shorter life 
spans, perhaps decreased mental 
powers—Adam may have decided it 
was worth the risk to preserve the 
superiority of his race. 

There is clear evidence, Ginsburgh 
says, that massive cross-breeding with 
the Stone Age people did eventually 
cause drastic physical deterioration, 
and perhaps mental deterioration as 
well. 

“The life span of Adam's des¬ 
cendants begins a serious decline after 
the Great Flood, when Noah's de¬ 
scendants were forced to breed with 
Earth people, as the other descendants 
ofAdamwere destroyed by the waters, 

4 ‘It is during this massive cross¬ 
breeding that the life span of Biblical 
men and women suddenly declines. 
In one generation, it drops to 600 
years. In another, it's down to 450 
years, then to 200 and finally, at 
Abraham, the 20th generation, 175 
years, 

“Midrashim relates that Adam's 
descendants did not show signs of 
age as they grew older. Abraham's 
generation was the first to show these 
signs—another indication of degener¬ 
ation, 

“Furthermore, death came suddenly 
to Adam's descendants up until the 
time of Isaac. Only after Isaac was 
mankind afflicted with lingering 
death.” 

Ginsburgh points to another mys¬ 
terious reference in Genesis to enforce 
his assumption that Adam was a space¬ 
man, It may also offer an explanation 


as to what happened to their space¬ 
ship, Eden, and the origin of the 
Messiah concept among the Jews, 
“Genesis says Adam and his first 
nine descendants died when they were 
more than 900 years old. It says of 
them, ‘and he died’—all except the 
sixth, Enoch, the father of Methusaleh, 
‘Enoch walked with God and was not 
of this Earth 1 (Genesis 5:23 and 24), 
“In the legends, the final paragraph 
of the Translation of Enoch’ states, 
To the right of Enoch sparkled flames 
of fire, and to the left of him burnt 
torches of fire, and on all sides he was 
encircled by storm and whirlwind, 
hurricane and thundering/ 

“This text is thousands of years old, 
but it’s as new as today’s newspaper. 
A poetic reporter tould just as easily 
describe a rocket launching at Cape 
Canaveral in similar words, 

“Does this mean that the spaceship 
was repaired and that Enoch took off 
in it to bring back a rescue mission? 
Is this why such a careful record of 
lineage was kept in Genesis? Is this 
why some of Adam’s descendants, the 
Jews, are still waiting for a Messiah?” 

Enoch, or some other messenger 
from God, may have already returned 
and removed the non-decayed bodies 
of Adam, Eve and their immediate 
offspring, Ginsburgh believes, 

“In the little known Book of Enoch, 
which tells of visiting heaven and of 
returning,” he said. 

In fact, spaceships from Adam’s 
home world may have been here as 
early as the Flood, perhaps even caus¬ 
ing it, according to Ginsburgh. 

He points to persistent references to 
UFOs throughout most of the history 
of man as evidence that the spaceships 
may still be around to watch Adam’s 
offspring, Angels, mentioned through¬ 
out the Bible, could be the "messen¬ 
gers of God,” or astronauts from 
Adam’s original world, 

“Many references in the Bible which 
have puzzled us could be easily answer¬ 
ed if we assume the intervention of a 
spaceship,” he said. 

“These include the parting of the 
Red Sea, the Pillar of Flame that ac¬ 
companied the Israelites in the desert, 
Manna from heaven, and many, many 
others.” 

The UFOs continued presence here 
would indicate a long-lasting interest in 
Earthlings. 

This interest, he thinks, could he 
paternal or brotherly since, in a sense, 
as descendants of Adam we are all 
half-breed spacemen. 

“TheBook of Genesis records Adam’s 
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line only through the first bom son* 
Although it records the generations 
from Noah to Abraham, remember 
that Noah had other descendants, too. 
For instance, he had three sons, 
20 grandsons and at least 36 great 
grandsons* 

“Some of these great grandsons are 
dearly listed as the fathers of various 
peoples (Chronicles: i}," Ginsburgh 
said. 

Although there is evidence from

A drawing in Russian Asia shows a 
spacecraft. A Cro-Magnon skull 
shows evidence of trepanning, or 
brain surgery. They were the first men 
to plan for the future (they made 
drawings of planned hunts). They 
weren’t cave people but civilized 
explorers* Ifs no wonder that the 
Neanderthals became extinct. 

The Neanderthals were destroyed 
culturally, as the Eskimos are endan¬ 
gered today. The climate changed and 
the less varied Classical Neanderthals 
died out or dwindled away. The 
Progressives probably further diluted 
the Cro-Magnon strain through inter¬ 
breeding. In Dejebel Kfazeh, Iraq, 
Cro-Magnon and Progressive 
skeletons have been found side by 
side. Before the Classicafs died out 
they became more primitive, beetle- 
browed and bulky* This contradicts 
the evolutionary theory, which states 
evolution cannot reverse itself. 

If you think the Neanderthals died 
out completely, go to the Museum of 
Natural History in New York* The 
model of the Neanderthal man looks 
very much like Joe Namath, 

Evolutionists cannot explain the 
presence of three interbreedabfe races 
in mankind today. Widely separated 
chimpanzee colonies cannot mate. 
How is it that time and distance didn’t 
separate groups of early man? Some 
anthropologists claim that Peking 
man became the modern Mongoloid, 
Cro-Magnon became the Caucasoid, 
and Rhodesian man became the 
Negroid* These races were not then 
interbreedable. I believe that these 
races are hybrids of different inter¬ 
planetary versions of ancient 
astronauts. How else can one explain 
the fact that Asian Indians and Arabs 
living near the equatorial belt have re- 
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various sources that there were great 
floods in various parts of the world, 
supporting the Biblical story of the 
Flood, the devastation was not as 
complete as the Bible claims. Many of 
Adam’s descendants may have survived 
if they went to other parts of the world, 

“Genesis teaches that Cain left his 
parents and settled ’cast of Eden/ This 
could have been Egypt, where a great 
civilization flourished at about the 
same time as the one in the Mesopo- 


tained Caucausian features but no 
Negroid features? Differences in 
climate didn’t create the races. North 
American blacks haven’t turned up 
any Caucasian features.

All the above evidence points to the 
fact that evolution doesn’t apply to 
man because of prehistoric 
intervention in the genetic pool. 
Neanderthals were first taught, then 
replaced, Cro-Magnon man interbred 
with the survivors* Man is an experi¬ 
ment, an intentional colony* Cro- 
Magnon man was probably created via 
genetic mutation, controlled breeding 
and selection, gene manipulation, 
radiation and possibly atomic surgery. 

Why e*xperinient with a planet’s 
hominids? Can it be that the starmen 
need new species to revitalize their 
expanding civilization? This would 
help the planet’s races as well* One 
hominid species is chosen and through 
artificial means inherits the planet as 
welt a membership in the galactic 
race* 

This theory would explain man’s 
present dilemma. In many psychologi¬ 
cal studies problems from diabetes to 
ulcers to cancer are blamed on an 
imbalance in the brain. The dience¬ 
phalon, controller of man’s instincts, 
cannot handle the overgrown 
cerebellum cortex, which modifies 
the instincts For the conscious mind* 
Could the huge cortex be a result of 
extraterrestrial meddling? 

Another dilemma. Man cannot 
seem to handle his technology without 
harming himself A glaring example 
of this future shock is the atomic 
bomb.

The legacy of their culture has been 
handed down to us in the form of the 
Mixtec codices* It is here that the 
priests/scribes set down for all time a 
written history of their political and 
cultural events. These manuscripts 
contain mythology, histories, geneal¬ 
ogies, dress, customs and religious 
writings. In many eases, the codices 
are more symbolic, in nature, than 
not. The personages and places, which 
arc shown, can be said to be repre¬ 
sentational and could even reflect 
phonetic meanings. Therefore* it 
might be said that the codices were 
written on three levels of conscious¬ 
ness: 1) monographic, or a represen¬ 
tation of images; 2) ideographic, or 
symbolic; and 3) symbols of phonetic 
value—toponymns. But, the most 
important aspect of the codices was its 
genealogical record covering ten cen¬ 
turies of cultural history . 

Each codex begins with a year 
glyph, and these year glyphs separate 
events throughout the codices, A year 
gylph was made up of the combination 
of the letters A and 0: A . The date 
was then added by the use of the dot 
calendrical system, e,g, *=onc, 

•• — two, .* = six, etc. This 

is not lo be confused with the Maya 
bar and dot system of recording 
numbers, in which the bar equals 
five. Further, the year would also bear 
a name (of a “god"). Therefore, 
an example of a year glyph would be: 



• * * • the year 6 flint knife 

Day and year glyph were very im¬ 
portant to the Mixtecs, as well as 
all other- Mesoameiican peoples, be¬ 
cause men and women were named 
for the day on which they were born* 
In other words, a person born on the 




day 8 deer would be called 8 deer. 
In many cases, a person would also 
acquire a surname and/or nickname 
which would be added to their glyphic 
title, e,g, 8 Deer Tiger’s Claw, The 
codices would show a person’s birth 
by pietographic representation giving 
their glyphic name, and sometimes 
there might have been a thin red 
line from a year glyph, which is be- 
lleved to have been the umbilical cord. 

The Mixtec calendar consisted of 20 
days to the month and 18 months to 
the year. This yielded 360 days plus 
five especially unlucky days, and this 
made up the solar calendar. There 
were only four year bearers (deities 
who carried the year on their backs) 
which repeated themselves in 13 year 
cycles till 52 years had been completed. 
The 52 year cycle represented a century. 
The solar calendar worked in con¬ 
junction with the sacred calendar, 
which followed the cycle of Venus of 
260 days. This calendar was made up 
of 20 days and 13 months. These 
calendars worked like two gears com¬ 
ing together, and a particular day 
would only repeat itself every 52 years. 

Sex was differentiated in the codices 
by the use of headdresses for the men 
and braided hair with ribbons for the 
women. Surnames and nicknames 
would also help distinguish the sexes, 
e,#. '‘Slone Knife" for the men 
and “White Flower" for the women. 
The clothing worn by individuals is 
also believed to represent rank, class 
or sex. 

Geographic locations were shown by 
the use of platforms and/or temple 
combinations. Each platform had a 
different design and greeca motif. 
It is believed that these platforms had 
phonetic meanings. For example, the 
town of Coixtlahuaca is translated as 
Yodzo Coo in Mixtec. Yodzo means 
both plain and feathers. It was 
represented in the codices by a serpent 
with a feathered mantle. Therefore, 
the place glyph would be translated 
as the “Plain of the Serpent," Unfor¬ 
tunately, archaeologists have deciphered 
very few of these place glyphs. This 
points up one of the big problems 
about the Mixtec codices. We can read 
them and speak about genealogies and 
personages throughout their history, 
but, tn most cases, they have no 
provenience. Since we cannot decipher 
their place glyphs, did the sky gods 
help the Mixtec make their writing 
system obscure? 

A common practice used by the 
Mix tecs and others were the use of 
"footprints" or "feet” in the codices. 


These depictions show movement. Each 
time this symbol is found it reflects 
the goings and comings of personages 
from one place to another for marriage, 
war or to meet with their “sky gods" 

The reading of the codex is different 
in each case. There are some simi¬ 
larities which will help ascertain how 
the manuscript is to be read. Some 
codices are read from top to bottom, 
while others are read from bottom 
to top. Depending on the codex, the 
pietographic characters are read either 
right to left or vice versa. This zigzag 
reading method is called boustrophe- 
don. In many cases, two pages are 
read together, but the manuscript will 
dictate the reading. On each page of 
the manuscript, there are pietographic 
characters separated by a heavy red 
line. When the line breaks, the reader 
either goes up or down depending on 
the codex .The reading is continued on 
to the next line, which continues in 
this Fashion, until the end of the 
codex. When there is a year change, 
there will be a line break and a 
new year glyph will precede the con¬ 
tinuing text. 

The Mixtec codices were produced on 
deer skins, which were smoke cured 
and applied with stucco. Many skins 
were put together to form a complete 
codex. In some instances, maguey cac¬ 
tus "paper" was used and treated 
for the painting of the codices. The 
Mixtec were not like the Maya, which 
produced most of their recorded his¬ 
tory on stelae (carved solid stone). 
Although, there are three known 
Maya codices, in existence, that were 
painted on paper and deal with the 
cycles of Venus, The Maya writing 
systems are still much of an enigma. 
What untold secrets do they hold 
about the “gods?" Are the Mixtec 
codices and the Maya hieroglyphs, the 
legacy of the gods? 

An example of the sky gods coming 
to the earth is found in the Codex 
Selden II 3135 (A.2). This particular 
codex begins in the year 2 Flint, 
day 5 Reed (A.D. 780) and continues 
until the year 1 Rabbit, day 1 Reed 
(A.D, 1546). At present, there is no 
provenience for the Selden II, suffice 
to say that most of the events occur 
at "The Place of Belching Mountain." 
The reading starts in the year 4 or 
5 Reed, 2 House (A.D. 794). The 
Sun "1 Death” and Venus "1 Move¬ 
ment" came down from the sky and 
let fly a dart which opened the 
"Hill of Jade and Gold.” The Lord 11 
Water "Tlachtli-Smoke" was born 
(Continued on next page) 
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from the opening 127 days later as 
can be seen by the thin red line 
or umbilical cord. Some time later; 11 
Water goes to the "Hill of the Cave 
with the Human Head" to marry 7 
Eagle "Head-Wall-Jade." From here, 
the codex continues onward in time 
until the Conquest. 

But, what docs this reading really 
mean? In the year A.D, 794 1 two sky 
gods came down to earth from the 
clouds. These two deities made 11 
Water in 127 days at the "Hill of Jade 
and Gold "This was accomplished by 
cither artificial insemination or android 
production. What purpose did these 
two extraterrestrials have for coming 
to earth? Were these two sky gods on 
a mining expedition for gold and 
jade? In any even, 11 Water (a Son 
of the Gods) went on to marry 7 Eagle, 
and by doing so the genes of the sky 
gods were passed on from generation 
to generation. How many times has 
this incident occurred throughout the 
world in the past? Is it still occurring 
today? 

Now, let us turn our attention to 
the Codex Bodlcy 2858 and (he Codex 
Nuttal in which both relate an event, 
which has been called by Mcsoambr- 
ican archaeologists. The War of the 
Heavens. This incident occurred in the 
year 12 Flint, day 4 Movement (A.D, 
868), A number of sky gods came 
down from the clouds in the form 
of "Stone Men” (individuals In space 
suits and helmets) and did battle 
with the Mixtecs at "Mountain That 
Opens, Checkered Peak.” Many 
Mixtec warriors died at that battle 
including three princes: 4 House, 3 
Monkey and !0 Eagle "Leon.” Who 
were these sky gods, and why were 
they killing off the Mixtec? Were 
these the same extra terrestrials that 
had given the Mesoamericans culture, 
science, language, mathematics and 
the arts? Or, were these exlraterres* 
trials from a different race of sky 
gods? 

We can only speculate, but since 
they are represented as "Stone Men" 
and not regular sky gods, it does 
seem possible that they were 
from another race of extraterrestrials. 
The battle raged for a number of 
years at "Mountain that Opens, Check¬ 
ered Peak” before it was finally over. 
When the Mixtec thought that they 
were finally defeated, a female 
warrior/priestess appeared on the 
scene. Her name was 9 Grass "Skull- 
Death” and she was from the "Place 
of the Skull.” This woman, who was 
known for her psychic ability through- 
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out the Mixteca-Puebla, was also 
called the "Lady of Skull and Excre¬ 
ment,” 

No one knows who she really was, 
and for that matter she could have been 
from a race of extraterrestrials herself. 
Was she just a strong and powerful 
woman, the Joan of Arc of Mexico— 
or someone not of this earth? We will 
never know. We do know that she 
rallied the Mixtecs and led them into 
defeating the "Stone Men,” She sent 
them back to the stars and their own 
galaxy. 

Archaeologists, on the other hand, 
have interpreted this incident as Tol- 
tec invaders coming down from Central 
Mexico to conquer the Mixtec. Many 
of these specialists believe that the 
"Stone Men” represent the "Atlantes” 
which stand guard on the "Temple of 
the Warriors” at Tula. Although, Van 
Dariiken and others have expressed 
their belief that these "Atlantes" sta¬ 
tues are really extraterrestrials. Each 
one of these "Atlantes” has a helmet, 
back-pack and armament. 

Which interpretation is correct? At 
this point in time, it is difficult 
to say. But, more and more evidence 
is being uncovered each year to justify 
the presence of an extraterrestrial 
culture in the past. The "War of the 
Heavens” was an important part of 
Mixtec history, but it is only one 
chapter concerning the visitations of 
ancient astronauts to the earth in the 
past. Shortly, after the "War,” the 
Mixtecs were unified by their great 
leader 8 Deer "Tiger’s Claw,” From 
the tenth century to the time of the 
Conquest, we can speak of a Mixtec 
empire. Was 8 Deer also a Son of the 
sky gods? We will never know, but 
the Mixtecs never for¬ 
got their heritage from the clouds, #
